ou seceivealfo a view of Aldworth 
church, Berks, which I fhall be happy 
to fee preferved. 

Aldworth, vulgarly called Alder, 
is a Acattering village, fituated on 
very high ground, about midway 
between Reading and Wantage, viz. 
12. miles from each, and 4 from Iifley. 
It 1s a vicarage in the deanry of New- 
bury, and hundred of Compton, in 
the patronage of St.. John’s College, in 

mbridge, formerly remarkable for 
being the lordthip of the antient fa- 
mily of De la Beche, who had a caf- 
tle hese, fome remains of which are 
ftill co be traced, and whofe heirs-male 
were extinguithed in the reign of Ed- 
ward LIL, and are fuppofed to be inter- 
red under the.monumenis hereafter 
mentioned. One of the family was 
high,theriff of this county, 3313. 
The heirefs of this family was atcer- 
= married into the aame of Whit- 
ock. 

The church (fg. 2.) is a {mail but 
antient fabrick, built chiefly of flints, 
and confilts of two parallel naves ;-but 
the chancel amd tower are’ both at- 
tached to that on the North, though 
the. South body or aile feems princi- 
pally to be occupied by the congiega- 
tion. at Divine fervice, The form of 
the tower is a paraliclogram, extreme- 


: ly_plain, and is faid by the inhabitaots 


to have been originally much higher 
thao at prefent. 

The. yew-tree in the church-yard 
bears evident marks of extreme old 
age, and may nu: improbably be con- 
jeGtured nearly coéval with the church:

FR SELECTING lately on the mang 
fatal accidents. which happen 
every winter by the breaking of the ice 
under the rathl y-advemsurous kaiters, it 
occurred to my mind, that'a machine 
might be eafily invented and conftrust- 
ed, ata trifling expence, by which the 
lives of many ufeful perfons, which 
would otherwife be loft, might be pree 
ferved to their friends and to fociety. 

I have accordingly fent you a 
draught and defcription of a machine, 
which, | believe, would fully anfweg 
the purpofe. (See Plate I. fig. 3.) 

Let three ftrong. poles, each about 
fix feet in length, be united fo as to 
form three equally-acute angles; be 
tween 1 aod 2, let a roller be fixed, 
from which let a cord pafs over a pul- 
ley at the top of the machine, This 
cord, either fingly, or with any thing 
attached to it, as circymflances may 
fuggeft, may be thrown to the perfon 
in the water; who, if he fucceed in 
getting a fure hold, will by the action 
of the machine be gradually drawn to 
the fhore, . 

If fuch a machine were kept, due 
ring frofly weather, near the Serpen- 
tine River, and the Canal in St. 
James’s Park, the moft beneficial ef- 
te&s might be produced.

-& The original plan of this hiftory feems 
to have heen taken from Garthwaii’s Evan- 
gelical, Harmony *, printed in 1634 and 
1657. tut the Hittory differs from the 
Hivmony in fome effeotial circumfances, 
Garthwiit incorporates the words of ALL 
the four Evangelifts into oné, continued nar- 
ritive, without omitting any thing. The 
Sdthor of the-Hiftory takes fome'imes the 
words of 6ne Evangelift, and fometimes 
thofe of another, as they are either mo e 
expreflive, or more diffufe, referring o.1ly 
to the parallel paffages in the other Evan- 
gelifts, Tlie later very frequently varies 
from the former, in the arrangement of

Thefe variations, though imnaaterjal in 
themfelves, ave of. fume weight in this ar- 
gumient, as the author of the Hiftory adtreres 
very ftriétly tothe common tranflation.

Our Saviour fays: ‘ out of the-heart of 
me proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, for- 
nications, murders, thefs, covetoufne(s, 
wickednefs, deceit, lafcivioufnefs, an evil 
eye, biafphemy, ‘pride, foolifhnefs.’? Mat. 
vii. 21, 22. Locke quotes this paffage, 
with a fmall addition, thos: ‘ out of the 
Heart of men proceed evil thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, murders, thefts, fulfe 
witnefi, covetoufnefs, wickednefs,’ &c. pr 
204. Here. falfe witnc/s is taken from St, 
Matthew, x. 19, and inferted inthe mid- 
die of «a citation from St. Mark. Theau- 
thor of the Hiftory sntroduces the fame 
words, in the very fame place, p, 125. 

Ill, Inthe Hiftory of cur Saviour the 
author informs us, that he has ranged all 
the events and difcourfes recorded by the 
four.

ability argued, by one of your corre- 
{pondents (p.290), On the adthiffibili- 
of poetry as the ftandard of pronun- 
ciation, is decided againft him. 

Some remarks of mine upon this 
queftion have, by great good fortune, 
and certainly without any preconcep- 
tion of fuch an event on my part, given 
rife to a very entertaining paper in 
your laft (p. 759). In this paper, the 
ingenious author has moft fatisfatorily 
adjufted the pronunciation of 40, the, of; 
into, and fone few other equally pera 
plexing vocables; and I heartily hope 
that the credit he will derive from his 
tuccefs in this attempt, joined to a due 
portion of public fpirit, may operate as 
a ftimulus to-urge him to take a wider 
range, and, by a fet of judicious rules, 
completely todo away the opprobrious 
dyfphony of the Englith language. 
The benefits which would accrue from 
fuch a work to Foreigners defirous of 
learving Englith; and, eventually, to 
Englithmen themfelves, might be great 
indeed ; and-I may juftly congratumte 
myfelf for having, however uninten- 
tionally, opened Fach a profpelt. . 

I thould be forry to appear to-vle 
the language of flattery in {peaking Ba 
8 
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his gentleman; yet, if een and 
Invention bé, as I ftrongly fufpeat they 
are, the marerial ingredients in the 
compofition of Gentys, imay we not 
juftly place him, very. near to the: top 
in the {cale of excellence? Do we not 
praife the architect who ereéls a tieau- 
tiful building ? And thall we not theo 
much more highly extol the ingenuity 
of an artift, who'not only raifes vpa 
goodly ftrudlurc, tkilfully conjoined, 
and exquifitely ornamented, bur who 
even fabricates the very ground wh.ere- 
on it flands? It is precifely on this 
footing that the writer, of whom I 
now fpeak, may juftly reft his pseten- 
fions to fuperiority. But it is proper 
that I fhould advance fome proof of 
this affertion. 

By that fort of .hyper-lyncean fight 
{it is allowable to coin a new word 
when none of the old ones in Luficiens'y 
fignificant), which enables meh to fee 
through fione walls, this gentleman 
difcovered, io the perufal of the re- 
marks above alluded to, that I recom. 
mended the pronunciation of poetry to 
be according to the metrical arrange-

pronouncing. 

Lam aware that this ftatement of the

It 
was, [ grant, formerly a maxim, that 
ex nibiio nibil fit; and, in the infancy 
of Phiiofophy, foch a maxm might 
certainly pafs cursent; but we live in 
more enlightened days, and have feen 
this, and a thoufand other errors equal 
ly glaring, jong fince exploded. The 
Bateayouvonaxizof Homer; the Lytrin 
of Botieau, the Splendid Shiiling of 
Philips, the Rape of she Lock of Pope} 
and the treatife ot alearned author (whofé 
name I forget) ‘* fur Ig meillure Forme 
des Soulicrs,” are celebrated inftances 
of the power of genius to raife a trie 
fling {ubjett into importance; but I 
apprehend, that there is a greater difs 
play of Herling genius in the compofis 
tion of an amufing paper ae nibilo as it 
were, in which the very fubje& itfelf 
is the offspiing of a {prightly imagina- 
tion. 
There may be perfons who will find 
fome difficulty in betieving it poffible 
that my attempt to reprobate thould 
be miftaken for an attempt to recom- 
mend; but I would have fuch perfong 
to refleét, that the(e words in their ap~ 
pearance are not very diflimilar ;, and E 
apprehend that a fkilful etymologift 
would look upon the variation in that 
refpeé&t as a mere trifls.

The ftandard of pronunciation muft 
be the juftly-receivéd ufage; I fay 
jufily; Becaule, a very received ulage, | 
if manifelily vicious, will wo farther 
govern pronunciation than in words of 
daily ufe and occurrence, where the 
learned and elegant’ may regret what 
they cannot uvercome. 

Poetry has words more remote from 
cominon ufe than profe, as the great 
Roman Orator® has remarked. It bias 
alfo a proportionate latitude in the 
pronunciation of words to adapt them 
to rhime, or occafionally, in the higher 
poetry, to éuphony, emphalis, accent, 
and poetic cadence. Ifill, therefore, 
chiik that poetry.1s not, to a foreigner, 
a guide of general pronunciation.

The anomalies of our vowel 
powers; the uncertainty of found 
where the fame combinations of vowel 
and confonant cccur; the doubts whe- 
thet a confonant be articulate or qui- 
efcent; are difficulties which poetry 
will no more enabie him to folve than 
profe. 

Surely Aufonius cannot mean it is 
a doubt whether /ynod is to be pro- 
nounced lung or thort (odrods). 
There is no accent peculiar to our lan- 
guage to compel the choice of either in 
this imflance. And why thould we 
not pronounce /y'nod? as, U believe, is 
the cuftomary, while affuredly it is the 
juft, pronunciation. Sceplic or fheptic 
are really the fame found, uniefs 
freptic be fuppofed equivalent to feptic, 
in defiance of the Greek etymology 
and of Englith analogy, and im confu- 
fion of fenfe.

N. the cathedral, the fine monument 

of Abp. Warham has lately been 
beauified; an ominous term to the 
eas of en Antiquary! the literal 
meaning of which is, the whitewath- 
ing, painting, pewing, mutilating, and 
altering, the feveral parts and arrange- 
ments of our antig¢nt churches. In 
the above monument, this moderni- 
zing fyfiem has much transformed it. 
The tomb, whereon lay the flatue of 
the archbifhop, flood with its head 
abutting agawf the Weft end within 
the monument, leaving fufR\cient roam 
not only for a pals fiom a door on its 
North fide, which gave admittance 
from adjoining buildings, but for a 
imal! altar at the Balt end, fome of its 
appendages remdining, as the bafon 


for the: holy water, niches for the 


ee ! 


utenfils of the altar, veftige of the ta- 
ble, &c. Now this door andthe altar 
appendaees have been oblizerated, and 
the flatue and tomb: moved intorthe 
‘tentre of the monument, leaving an 
equal fpace on each fide, Here, they 
fay, they have improved the defign of 
the ménumest, by making the feveral 
parts more uniform, Alldwing this 
pretence, yet’have they nut in this ins 
novation deftroyed a link: of the hif- 
tory of this cathedral.? 

If the improvers ‘of our antient 
works with to thew sheir. fuperior ex- 
cellence, lec them confine their genius 
to fome fituation unconneéted with the 
performances of .our anticot aitifts: 
then will the admirers of each have. 
their favourite obje€ts before their 
eyes; the fo:mer with all the refine- 
ments of modern tafle, and the latter 
with all the enchantments of amtient 
enthufiafm ! . 

The ftatwe of the archbithop is of 
the inet fcyloture, and in good. pre- 
fervation. When it was -firt recom. 
mended to .my notice by a learned 
and pious fwbh-dean of this-cathedral 
(fince dead *), for the noble and be- 
nign caft of the features, and which, 
he obferved, was a peculiar fatisfac- 
tion ta him to point out to frangers,. 
we repined that fome rude hand had 
damaged the point of the nofe. At 
his requeft [ took a very. particulae 
drawing of the profi'e. Bur how great 
was my furprize and mortification in 
witnelling, this autumn, that. the im- 
provers of this monument had been fa 
part.cular as ta defcend to the poor 
archbithop’s very nofe! For, inftead 
of the beaut:ful prominent (weep [ at 
firit witnefled witb fo much pleafure, 
I now faw with contempt a new nofe, 
after the improved manner, I fuppofe, 
for ts {weep was inverted; in fhort, 
unlike any thing that Nacure ever 
formed, 

Turning from this (I call it) de- 
fpoiled monument, I obferved that 
much work in repairs had been done 
about the ftruf&ture; and what de- 
ferves particular praife is, that it was 
performed in the ftricteft attention to 
the original work ; for example, the 
great windows of the two §, tranfepts, © 
the ftalls in the chapter-houfe, and in 
other objedis of lefs note. Nor muft 
I withhoid mentioning the nice order .

Why have'the mitids of ‘Eoglithmen, 
for thefe two centuries, been deluded 
to imitare the Roman- and Grecian 
ftyles?

For ‘the extenfivenefs of their 
edifices, their grandeur, their ele- 
gance, their enrichments, view our 
cathedrals, and other attendant build- 
ings, Is any one excelience that ar- 
chuefure borits to be fought for in 
Vain in.our own country?

So great has been 
the depredat ons committed on this 
once hallowed fpot fince the reign of 
Henry VIII. that on'y a part of the 
wal: of the North aile of the nave of 
the chorch of the monaftery is t be 
met with. Nay, fo furious is the zeal 
foy annihilating here the guides of hif- 
tory, and the treafure of An:iquaries, 
that the famous rel.que mafs of ftones 
that flood near St. Ethelbert’s tower has 
lately, at mach expence, been demo~ 
lithed ; and for no one purpofe; for no 
kind of ufe has been, or wili be, made 
of the fpor where it flood, being bur 
an out-yard to the infirmary newly- 
ercéied within the fite of the monaf- 
tery. 

It is on record that, in 1768, the 
owner of the remains of St. Auguf. 
tine’s monaflery fet aboyt to demolith 
the whole of them, but was perfuaded, 
by admonitions from abroad, to defi ; 
a fevere reflexion on thole at bome, 
that ttrangers fhou'd be more fenfible 
of the beauties of thefe buildings than 
thofe who had the conitant oppostunity 
to view and admire them, 

Moy thefe exquifite fpecimens of our 
aptient art meet with that attention 
and veneration they fo high'y merit? 
And may the prcfent pofleffor, by drie 
ving awey the huids that inte its walls, 
and by paying a jeft attention, in 
point of repairs, to this grand gate of 
entrance, convince the world, that he 
is not unworthy of the name and for- 
tune be inherits, or of the long train 
of anceftry, from whence he {prung !

HE curious, valuable, extenfive *, 
and entertaining, page of Baptifta 
Porta is bow befo.¢ me. He is the 
beft commentator oh Ariftotie and 
the ‘antient Greek ‘phyfiognomifts. 
«He wrote (as was the cultom of his 
day +) in the Latin language; and 
his Latiniry is tolesably pure and claf- 
fical. This man bas moft accurately 
obferved the réfemblance between 
men and beafts, and has extended his 
enquiry farther than any one phy fiog- 
nomift Whatever, either anticne or 
modern, And he is the only one 
(that comes dnder my knowledge) 
that rendered this fimilarity app-rent, 
by placing the countenances. of men 
and beafls be fide cach otlger in engra- 
ved copper-plates. And, Perhaps, the 
comparjfon of moft fingular hagoriety 
is the refemblance of Plato’s head, 
and, what I call, the head of. buck- 
hound, Ang he has exhibsted. this 
refemblance in two different points of 
view.

{chool ; and he was, in his turn, the 
preceptor of Arrftotle. Like ail the 
antient phi'ofophers, he was, in fome 
degree, both a phyfician and an ana- 
tomift ; and is fuppofed by fome (from

GET ME,” if uttered by a perfon of 
this defeription, would be very far 
from a conditional felf-imprecation of 
punithment. Let no affertion be be- 
lieved, which refts on the authority of 
fuch a-pledge. The fpeaker, in afk- 
ing that God may forget him, afks the 
beft bleffing which could light upon 
his head. But he afks in vain. Gad 
will REMEMBER. 

With refpe& to the fubje& in quef- 
tion, it feems impoffible not to confefs, 
that, if our own be only one of many 
habitable worlds, the atonement made 
for our fins by a Redeemer, the pre- 
cious facrifice of the Lamb of God on 
the altar of the Crofs, fails of that fo- 
vereign efficaey which now renders it 
the Chriftian’s joy, and hope, and 
glory, and crown of rejoicing, Where- 
fore fhould this planet, more than its 
neighbouring ftars, be feleéted as the 
theatre of fuch incomprehenfible mer- 


cy, fuch vaft, fuch amazing condefcen- ' 


fion? But there would be no limits to 
our enquiries on fuch fubje&s as thefe, 
Let us poffefs our fouls in patience, 
and fubmit our reafon to the law of 
faith. Enough is revealed to make us 
happy both now and hereafter. ‘* God 
hath given unto us eternal life, and 
this life is in his Son.” We prefume 
not, we feek not, to enquire farther. 
Obferve, Sir, the confequences which 
appear to enfue, when the human 
mind would jndulge in {peculations 
beyond what is written; when it would 
wander into regions inacceffible to 
mortal thought. One theorift hall 
very grave'y tell us, in a huge quarto 
volume, that this terraqueous giobe is 
hell ; and that the human race is com- 
pofed of the aggregate of rebellious 
Spirits, a€tually fuffering their prefcri- 
bed torments. “Anothes vifionary dea- 
ler in conje&tures carries the idea far- 
ther; difcriminates feveral amimals 
whofe bodies thefe {pirits are appointed 
to inhabit; their rank in the fcale of 
creation determined by the malignity 
of their guilt in their antemundave 
fates fome of the Jeaft criminal defti- 
ned to appear in the charaéters of men, 
horfes, and dogs; other more nefa- 
rious delinquents condemned to be li- 
ons, tigers, and ferpents; dying, and 
being re-produced in the fame form, 
rom age to age.

OME weeks back, perufing your 
valuable Monthly Production, [ 
was agreeably entertained with a bioe 
graphical account of the lace Mr. 
John Ryland, a Weft-Iadia mer- 
chant; but obferved, in a fupplemen- 
tary note to that account, a mention 
of Mr, Juhn Cole in a manner not 
fuited to the refpeGtability of his chas 
raéter. I well know the late Mr. 
Ryland had fuch refpect to the me- 
mory of Mr. Cole, that he was very 
folicitous tq collect fome anecdotes of 
his deceafed friend’s life from many 
of his acquaiotance, to infert them in 
your Colleétion; but a long illnefs 
prevented his defign from coming to

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maturity. I have, therefore, fir, 
with the effilance of Mr. Cole’s 
@Gaughter, feleéted a few particalars 
which marked the charaMer of a man 
whofe frientfhip I prized and en- 
joyed for more than so years. His 
prion was well known 10 the city of 
London, and much refpcéied by the 
Corporation thereof, in « hofe fervice 
he died, The particulars are fub- 
mitted to ycur confideration by, 
Yours, &c.

& Mr. John Cole was the fon of Mr. 
William Cole, a haberdafher on Fifh- 
fireet-hill. He had an early and uncom- 
-mon deéfire of learning; and received part 
of his @lucation at St. Paul’s {chool, and 
qwas fome time under tuition at the acade- 
my kept by Mr. William Fuller. He 
went ‘thence to a Mr. Wainwright, an 
‘attorney in Hatton-garden, and always 
fpuke of that gentleman with great af- 
fe&tion, ‘as be indulged bis favourite pur- 
fuit (Literature), by allowing him to 
fpend his leifore ‘me in his library, 
which was a gratification Mr. Cole never 
forgot. His connexion with Mr. Wain- 
wright appears to have been exattly cal- 
culated to bring him into life in a way 
fuited to his abilities, But it was not to 
be; for, before be was articled,:an uncle 
‘at Cambridge in the woullen trade fent for 
him. He pad no children; and was to 
ameke bis nephew his heir. This was 
too flattering an offer to be neglected; 
and the refule was, he left Mr. Wain- 
wy ight, and went o Cambridge ; but it was 
only to lofe feven years uncomfortably 
fpent, Whilft refident, however, im 
that town, and at the time that be was 
about 16 years of age, he, by fome circum- 
flances that for want of information we 
caniot now detail, had aa opportunity of 
aifeovering a very confiderable depreda- 
tion congnmntted by a Lonvon trader (who 
was there for the purpofe of keeping Stur- 
bitch fair) on a brother tradeimaa wen 
at Cambridge for the fame purpofe. 
Mr. Cole made accurate mimes of the 
circumitances as they arofe; and, when 
he lad collected the firongeit proefs of 
the guilt of the offending party, he com- 
municated the whole to the injured one. 
The refult was a trial in one of the courts 
of juftice in Londun. @r. Cole was iub- 
ponaed to give evidence. Little was ex- 
petted from a lad of his age; but he beg- 

ed to be allowed to read his minutes, 
fhe was permitted s they were, as we un- 
derftand, very long, but fo much to the 
purpofe, that he met with a marked at- 
tention to the cicte of lis varretion ; and, 
when be had finshed his evidence, re- 
erived a compiment from the Bench that 
‘hut few perfous, at fo carly an age, would 
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have merited ; which was, “ Young man, 
you ought to be with us.’? And it is ‘more 
than probable that would have been the 
cafe, if he had purfued the ftudy of the 
law ; but, wheneyer that was mentioned 
to him, he ufed to fay, “It is all right; 
perhaps fuch a fituation might have led 
me into vice.” And, from all his words 
and aftions, he appeared to dread that 
more than the moft humble ftation, He 
returned to London, and was for fome 
time clerk to that refpectable man Mr, 
Stevens, malt-faStor, of Queenhithe; and, 
fuch was his conduét in that connexion, 
that the moft cordial friendthip fubfifted 
between him and every branch of’ that 
family to the clofe of their lives. He went 
back to Cambridgé for a fhort time, there 
married, returned to London, and fettled for 
life, He lived many years in St, Luke’s 
parith, where he diftinguithed himfelf as 
the champion of the poor, combated the 
tyranny of parith officers, and publithed 
fome’traéts on the fitustion of the poor, 
and the tendency of the poor lows, 
When an officer in that parifh, he redue 
céd to pradtice the fyfem he had recom 
mended in his writings; wifdum and be- 
nevolence marking his conduet to the poor, 
The aged and the virtuous he treated with 
the refpeét due to their characters; and 
never held .out relief in one hand, anda 
threat in the other. It wasa maxim with 
him, not to hold out the workhoufe as a 
tervor, of to force the deceut poor from 
their little habitations; but to afford foch 
rehef at home as their cafe might requir’ 
And his remark was, that relief, properly 
timed, often prevented much ‘diftrefs to 
individuals, and great expence to the pa- 
rifh, When in office, he vifited the fick 
poor, let their diforder bé ever fo malig- 
nant. He faid, “be congdered it his duty; 
and he had ao doubt but Providence wotld 
fuppoit fim in its” and fo it was, for he 
never caught a diforder. His motto was, 
* Do right, aud Jes Heaven anfwer for 
the reft.” Mr, Cole did not confine his 
ufefulpefs to ong parif: but his bead and 
heart were ever .t the fervice of his fuf- 
fering fellow creatures. He was a warm 
and active iriend of Betty Canning; and, 
from a minute inveitigation of that buf- 
nefs, always continued to believe ber an 
innocent injured perfon, He was alfo in- 
ftrument«l in bringing Lord Baltimore to 
trial; and his life was thought, at one 
period, to be in danger from fome of that 
party, as he wrote a ipirited anfwer to.a 
paropliect called, ** An Apology for Lord 
Balumore.” The noany infiances of the 
great trouble he has taken to ferve dif- 
treiled individuals, who have by accident 
fallen in bis way, are too numerous to find 
a place ina publication of this kind.--Une 
oaly will I mention, which at this moment 
occurs to memory. Some years ago, - 
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met with a young woman, quite deranged 
in her mind, unprorected, in the freet, 
and Boys were making fport with her. 
He rvetcued her from their inhumanity, 
but. could find no perfon to take care of 
her. As fhe was many miles from home, 
it was impofible for him to give her up 
in fuch a fituation. He fen: her to a pri- 
vate madhoufe, where fhe was fuppo; ted 
for one year by the fob{cription of fome 
friends whom he engaged to aflift him ia 
the good work. She perfeély recovered 
her-fenfes, and turned out a worthy 
grateful charaéler.— About the year 1770, 
at the time he lived in Artillery-court, 
Chifwell-ftreet, he received a card re- 
quefting his attendance at a nobleman’s 
in St. Janfes’s fquare. He attended, and 
was there introduced to a large circle of 
the nobility, who were about to form a fo- 
ciety (which now. exifts), called ‘ The 
Ladies Charitable Society,” His public 
obfervations on the ftate of the poor in- 
duced them to think him a proper perfon 
to form and digeft a plan for the better 
carrying into effect their benevolent pur- 
pote; and he attended ‘their meetings 
twice a week for neartwo yews. The 
late Dutchefs of Northumberland was one 
of its warm fupporters, The meetings 
were fometimes at Northumberland 
houfe; but her Grace was taken away 
early in the inftitution. Mr, Cole’s bene- 
volence and abilities were exeried with con- 
fiderable advantage to the Society during his 
connexion with it ; and he retained to his 
laft{ moments the friendfhip of fome of 
its exalted members, particularly one Jady 
ef high rank, but fill more exalted vir- 
tues, for whofe continued kindnefs he 
left the world with a grateful :emem- 
brance. In the year 1780, Mr. Cole dif- 
tinguifhed himfelf in a very aétive manner 
to preferve the Roman-catholicks from 
the outrage then offered them. He was 
a'good f{peaker, his voice ftrong and com- 
manding, his words well chofen and con- 
ciliatory; and be has many times fucceeded 
in. difperSng a tumultuous and almost un- 
governable mob. kie tried his powers 
during the Rio's, and was fuccefsful in 
many inftances. He was at the elbow of 
the Lord-mayor, urging bim to a move ac- 
tive, conduct; but in vain. He was fup- 
poenaed on his trial, and was a material 
evidence. {[t was fail, after the affair 
was over, that, if there had been fix fuch 
men in the city of London at that time, 





the preateft part of the mifchief and de- 
ftruétion that took place. would have 
been prevented, Two Romao-cathelc 
merchants, who lived in Broad-fircet, 
camg, When ail was quiet, to thank him 
for his exertions in favour of their com- 
munity. He told them, he was a deter= 
mined enemy to their principles, but as 
warm a fricnd to their perfons and pro- 
perty, as he confidered any degree of per- 
fecusion to be as weak as it was wicked. 
He was, for fome years previous to his 
death, receiver of the brokers rents cue to 
the City of London. How he conduéted 
himfelf in that fituation will beft appear 
from the note here referred to ¥. He of- 
ten attended the Juftice-room at Guildhall 
for his amufement; bat to be ufeful was 
the bufinefs of his life. He was, theree 
fore, often engaged as a mediator to fet- 
tle difputes that muft otherwife have been 
brought into a court; and he genérally 
f{ucceeded to the advantage and fatisfaétion 
of the contending parties. His attendance 
has been requefted oftener than he could 
make it convenient to his own affairs, 
—Mr. C. may truly be faid to have beena 
very fingular charaéter; for, the fame 
moment that he held himfelf accountable 
to Society for the reétitade of his condudty 
he fhook off the thackles of common pre- 
judice, which are too apt to enflave the 
mind, and never fuffered falfe fhame te 
prevent his doing a good aud proper ac- 
tion; of which the following anecdote is, 
we think, a ftriking proof. Mr. C. was 
for fome years a vifitor at Newgate almof 
every Sunday, fometimes oftener, for the 
pious purpefe of converfing with the un- 
happy conviéts in a way fuited to. their 
fituation. He went one execution morn- 
ing totalk with a criminal for the laft 
time. The poor man was véry unwilling 
to part with him, aad urged him to go in 
the cart. He felt it his duty to comply 3 
he ftept in, and went a great part of the 
way to Tyburn (if not the whole), talking 
and praying as he went, tothe no {malb 
furprize of the attending multitude; for, 
he could feldom be (een any where without 
being known. But he was for the time 
loft to every confideration but the good 
work he was then engaged in.~Another 
inftance of fingularity we think not un- 
worthy notice, As Mr.C. was one day 
walking near the Manfion-houfe, he met 
afi dlderly Jady tbat looked very ill with 
the yellow jaundice, He ftopped her,

The reply was, “* We 
are all brethren and fifters by Adam and 
Eve; good morning to you, Madam.” 
The lady took the medicine, and was per- 
feéily cured ; but, being of a grateful dif- 
pofition, was very defirous of finding out 
her friend, She was a conntry lady, but 
mentioned jt to her fon-in-law who refi-. 
ded in town, He faid, “ he believed he 
kneve whio it was; for, there was but one 
man in London that would have flopped a 
lady He never faw before, and preferibe 
for her, and he fafpected it to be a neigh- 
bouryof his.” He went to Mr. Cole, and 
aiked him if he knew any thing of the a- 
bove-circutnttance. He replied, * he did 
remember fomething of it; and hoped the 
hady was better.” The gentleman faid, “ fhe 
was quite well, and would very foon per- 
fenally thank him ;”’ which fhe did, and 
végularly feat him an annual hare, which 
was called the doéfur’s foe, to the time of his 
death, which was fome years. Mr. Cole 
was to the Jaft aftive and pleafant in 
public bufinefs; but fo domeftic as feldom 
to fpend an evening from his family. He 
read much, and inveftigated the religious 
principles of almoft every denomination ; 
and, after all, faid, ‘nothing would do for 
him but the Golpel in its fimpleft refs,’ 
He was very pleafant with young people ; 
yet never -fuftered a word to efcape his 
lips that tended even to the fhadow of 
vice, but endeavoured to entice them to 
tread that path, which would lead them 
eomfortably through this life to a better. 
He lamented nmmuch the prefent mode of 
elycation, as it brouglit young people for- 
watd too foon, and made them in general 
forget the refpeét due to their fuperiors in 
age and experience. But to old people 
he ufed, in bis pleafavt manacr, to tay, 
* We old men maft take great care not to 
crofs or touchey ; for, if we do, the 
young folks will mind notbiog we fay.” 
He gave up much of this world rather 
than violate his confcience in the {mdlleft 
degree; and he was gany times put to the 
teft. He trembiéd at ches acquired by 
fraud or oppreffiou ; and often exprefied 
bis pity for, and deteftation of, the wick- 
ed rich man. He was well acquainted 
with the hifory and conftitutioa of his 
sountry. His politieal principles were 
fich as fet the prefent Family on the 
Frogs, He reproved Vieo at all ames; 
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drinking, by fobriety 5 {weating, both by 
precept and example; for, he was fo very 
tender of prophaving the name of the Di- 
vine Being, that he would not even fay 
* God blefs you,” but on particular occa- 
fions, and then in the fpirit of prayer. 
At public dinners, where he has front 
citcumttances been obliged to make one 
of the company, nothing could induce 
him to drink any toaft that was in the leaft 
degree offenfive to decency. His temper 
was warm, generous, and {weet ; his con- 
duct as a hufband and parent was fuch as to 
render him the obje¢t of the tendereft af- 
fe€tion and heart-felt efteem. His fer- 
vants found him to be more a father and 
friend than a mafter. His religions prins 
ciples were ftrifly Calviniftic; and he 
wasa Diffenter from the rites and ceremo- 
nies of the Eftablifhed Church; but for 
many years attended the miniftry of that 
excellent man, the Rev. John Newton, 
at St. Mary Woolnoth church, in Lome 
bard-ftreet ; and that gentleman did him 
the honour to preach a funerat fermon for 
him to a very crowded audience.--I fhall 
conclade by faying, that the fife of Mr. 
John Cole was one continued a& of be- 
nevolence, exercifed on a fucceffion of 
objects; for, his kind exertions were not 
confined to his fellow-creatures only, as 
every being that could feel, and came’ 
within his influence, was the fubject of | 
his humanity, froma the beaft that groaned 
under the cruelty of its driver, to the 
moth that fluttered round the candle. He 
is buried in Bunhill-field burying-ground, 
with the following infcription on hig’ 
tomb ftone: 
“ A fmall monument 
Of filial affe@tion asd gratitude 
to the memory of Mr. John Cole, 
who died December 29, 1795, 


aged 74 

Parental tendernefs endeared him beyoud 
expreffion asa fathers; benevolence to all 
that knew him asa man.

In the Commons, the fame day, the 
Noufe having formed itfelf into a 
Committee, Mr. Hobart in the chair, 
to confider the land-tax aft; the Chas- 
etllor of the Exchequer, in a very able 
fpeech of confiderable leng:h, inuiodu- 
ced ro the Houfe the outline of the plan 
he propofed to fubmit to i16 confideras 
tion with refpect to the fale of the Jand- 
tax.

meafure: after which, the bill was 
read a fecond time, and ordered to be 
committed, 

Mr Hobart brought up the report of 
the refolutions of the Committee on 
the land t.x; which were feverally 
read. Upon the queftion. being put,

400,000l. for five years to the publick 
apoually, This fum, be contended, 
was, comparatively {peaking, very ine 
adequate, and the means by which 
this was to be raifed unconftitutional 
and humiliating. The landed gentlee 
man was to be called upon within 
twelve months 1o declare whether he 
would purchafe his land-tax: fuppo- 
fiog him not able to purchafe, he is to 
apply to the Exchequer, and afk that 
asa favour which might or might not 
be granted. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
faid, this meafyre had a tendency to 

raile 
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raife the price of the ftocks, to pre- 
ferve the credit of the country, and to 
increale our refources. It had a tene 
dency, in every hour of progreffive ne- 
ecffity, to increafe our refources in a 
degree proportionate to the inordinate

N the death. of Lo:d Stanhope, 

Townfhend was appoinied fecrctary 
of ftate, and Wainple.firlt lors of the 
Treafury arid chancellor of the Exche- 
quer. Almoft the firft meafure of Go- 
vernment which he fupported was the 
Swedrth fubfidy; in doing which, he 
only fupported the national honour in 
adhering to a treaty onee ratified, Swe- 
den having, an the death of Charles 
XU. confented to break. up the nego- 
tiations for an union with Rufiia, and 
agreed to a feparate peace with Hano- 
ver, and a fubfidiary alliance with 
England, which provoked Ruffia to 
invade Sweden, which, deriving no 


im™®ediate alhftance from England, - 


was obliged to fubmit to a peace with 
Rufia. : 
Walpcle next turned his thoughts 
to coniinercial regulations. The {peech 
from the throne, drawn up by him, 
and containing the outlines of the me- 
motable plan formed by him. for, the 
extenfion of trade, is highly comment. 
ed on by Uztariz, that eminent Spanith 
writer on the theory of trad2 and com- 
merce, and by Dean Tucker; while 
none of our hiftorians have paid a due 
tribute of applaufe to thefe exertions 
of miniflerial capacity. Lord Sunder. 
land, who fecretiy favoured the Tories, 
endeavoured, without fuccefs, to get 
Walpole removed. During the fer- 
ment of the general election, 1722, 
Auerbury’s plot was cetcéteds of 
which, aad of the Bifhop’s fublequent 
conduét in France, a bricf account is 
given. The tax.on the eftates of Pa-

Lord Carteret, now became a principal 
actor in oppofition, and formed a divis 
fioo io the cabinet; and, after a firug- 
gs with Townfhend, the fupe:jor in- 
uence of the latter and Walpoie, bya 
manly oppofition to the King’s withes 
apd “his G-rman junto, prevailed. 
Wealpole’s brother, Horace, was fent 
to Paris, where he alfo prevailed over 
Sir Luke Schaub, the agent of the 
other parry ; «ud Horace Walpole was 
Gaunt. MaG. December, 1793. 
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afterwards appointed embaffador to Pas 
ris. Schagb was recalled, and Carteret 
difgraced. The King’s jealoufy of thé 
Prince his fon was relieved, and Lord 
Scarborough, the latrter’s favourite, ho- 
noured with the Garter. The order of 
the Bath was revived in favour of Sir 
Robert Walpole, Bolingbroke received 
@ pardon, and his attainder was parti« 
cuiarly, reverfed by, an aét of parlia- 
ment, fupported by Walpole, by the 
exprefs command of the King; after 
which, he joined Oppofition. Wal- 
pole’s conduét is here vindicated from 
apparent inconfiftency and improdence 
(p. 209); though it is acknowledged 
his confent to Bolingbroke’s return 
was the greatcft act Bn Ee he 
ever committed (p.210). An abftra& 
of Bolingbroke’s political writings is 
given (p.2ti—-215). His dcfrines are 
principally reduced under three heads: 
a government by prerogative rather 
than by influence, coalition of parties, 
the fuppofed perfection of the human 
fpecies in particular inftances. In thes 
oretical abfurdity he has been followed 
and excecded by writers of the prefent 
day, whofe philofophy, like their poli- 
ticks, founded on what man fhould be, 
inftead of what he és, betrays the weak 
nefs and impraéticability of their fyf- 
tem, which, aiming at impollble uni- 
verfal reform, drives out of fociety 
thofe whom their Utopian proje& ren 
ders miferable in it.” “ His {peculative 
effufions, notwithftanding their {plen- 
dour of diétion and graces of {tyle, are 
not confulted as containing juft axioms 
or pradtical precepts, except by thofe 
who with to avail themfelves of the 
laxity of his poiitical tenets, and his 
affcftation of recurring to firit princi- 
ples and abftra& doétrines, for the pur- 
pofe of fubftituting a capricious and 
theoretical fyftem in the place of a 
well-defined and limited gavernmenv’ 
(p- 216). 

No minifter ever foffered more abufe 
for the violence and indiferetions of 
others than Sir Robert Walpole. The 
domeftic tranquillity was interrupte 
by difturbances in IrcIand, arifing 
from Wood’s patent of coinage, and 
rumults in Scotland, both of which 
were fuppreffed by the prudence and 
vigour of Walpole. To fupply the 
deficiency of the copper Coimage in 
Ireland, the King granted a patent for 
cvining farthings and balfpence, to the 
value of 190,00¢1, fering, to — 
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Wood, a great proprietor and renter 
of iron-works in England. Ireland 
was thrown into a violent ferment on 
the idea that the was treated as a de- 
perdent kingdom. The patent was 
furrendered, and Wood indemnified 
for his loffes by penfions to the amount 
of 3001. per annum for eight years. 
The real ground of this tranfaétion we 
now difcover to be the fale to Wood 
of the patent for fupplying Ircland 
with copper coin by the Duchefs of 
Kendal, to whom Sunderland had gi- 
ven it. The recommendation to his 
friend the Duke of Bolton, then lord- 
lieutenant, to fuppore it, had failed. 
The Duke of Grafton, his fucceffor, 
undertook it, though not approved by 
Walpole; nor could he lay the ftorm 
raifed and fomented: by Chancellor Mid- 
dleton, aftuated. by no improper mo- 
tives, but becaufe, in common with ma- 
ny other perfons in Ireland, he confi- 
dered the plan imprudently jntroduced, 
and inimical to the true interefts of the 
country. Both the brother and fon of 
Lord Middleton caballed with Lord 
Carteret ; and expreffed a violent anti- 
pathy to Walpole, which, joined to the 
indifcretion of Wood and Government, 
were with difficulty ne re by 
Walpole, who refolved to fupport the 
Duke of Grafton, and fuffered himfelf 
to be deceived by the mifreprefenta- 
tions fent from IrgJand; and at laft re- 
moved Lord Carteret from the office of 
fecretary of ftate to that of lord. lieute- 
nant of Freland. Every effort was 
made to conciliate the people, and in- 
duce them to receive the halfpence. 
Walpole afted with becoming modera- 
tion. Carteret, who at firft fecretly 
oppofed the patent, no fooner came to 
Treland than he promoted the copper 
coinage, Out of oppofition to Walpole, 
and obliged. the Chancellor Middleton 
torefign. This inflexibility of Mid- 
dleton annihilated all hopes of fuccefs ; 
the Kiog followed Walpole’s advice, 
aud confented to procure the furrender 
cf the patent. Oppcfition reprefented 
this as more @wing to the King than 
Adminifiration; and his Majefty’s 
greater wifdom than that of his Minif. 
wers was made an amendment to the 
Trith addrefs of thanks, but reje&ted 
after long and warm debate. Lord 
Middleton returned to England, where 
he died, Though he refufed to fup- 
port the patent, he condemned, in the 
ftrongeft terms, the violent condué of 
Swift and his patren, the Archbifhop 
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of Dublin, whom he reprefents as the 
two perfons from whofe politicks and 
Wranglings Ireland received more da- 
mage than it could have been in the 
power of its worft enemies to have 
brought upon it. ’ Carteret was per- 
mitted to retain only a nominal power; 
the principal authority was velted-in 
Dr. Boulter, primate of Ireland; and a 
refolution was adopted of filling the 
high charges of fate with the natives 
of England, which the Primate conli- 
dered as an effential requifite for the 
maintenance of public tranquiliity, and 
for the eafe of thofe who governed in 
Ircland *.—The malt tax had beca 
evaded in Scot'and, much to the diffa- 
tisfadtiion of the Englith country gen- 
tlemen, who, in parliament, propofed 
to enforce it, and carried their point 
againft the minifter by a tax of 6d. a 
barrel on beer and ale. ‘Fhis occafion- 
ed freth difcontents, fomented by Op- 
pofition, who alledged that the A& of 
Union was evaded by changing the tax. 
Riots enfued at Glafgow, and a confe- 
deracy of brewers at Edinburgh. Ar- 
chibald Earl of Nay, lord keeper of the 
ptivy-feal in Scetland, was fent to 
Edinburgh with full powers from Go- 
vernment and private infliruétions from 
Walpole, who confided in him impli- 
citly for the management of Scotch af- 
fairs, which ke conduéted with fo great 
ability and prudence, and with fo much 
real authority, that Ke was called the 
King of Scotland. He was fecoui fon 
of Archibald Earl of Argyle, and, on 
the death of his brother John, fucceed- 
ed him as Duke of Argyle, an able 
ftatefman, invariably attached to Wal- 
pole during his long adminiftration. 
The Emperor and the King of 
Spain, being diffatisficd with the qua- 
druple alliance concluded with a view 
to terminate their difputes, broke up 
the Congrefs at Cambray. The’ In- 
fanta of Spain, intended for Louis XV. 
being fent back by the Duke of Bour- 
bon, in compliance with the general 
fenfe of the nation, and in contormiy 
with his own intereft, Philip came to 
an open rupture with France, and af- 
terwarads with England, for King 
George I. refufing to mediate be:ween 
him and the Emperor, with whem he 
immediately became reconciled, and 
concluded the treaty of Vienna, 1725. 
This, together with the proceedings of

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the Northern Powers, alarmed Eng- 


land, between whom, France, and 
Pruffia, a defenfive alliance was figned 
at Hanover, where the King and Lord 
Townthend were; much objeéed to 
by Walpole; whofé objections were, 
however, removed, and, at the King’s 
return after a dangerous paflage, it 
was fan&ioned by Parliament, though 
the fupply was oppofed by Pulteney, 
and vigorous preparations were made. 
In the year 1726, Ripperda the Spanith 
minifler was difgraced, and the Duke 
of Bourbon in France. The fupplies 
were raifed with great unanimity and 
vigour, 1727. The Emperor having 
publicly contradiéted the affertions in 
the King’s {peech, his minifter was 
difmiffed, and ours recalled. The 
Spanifh minifter departed abruptly. 
Spain commenced hoflilities by the 
fiege of Gibraltar. 
alarmed by the vigorous preparations 
making againft him by England and 
France, concluded a feparate peace; 
but, though overtures were made to 
Spain, and hoftilities fufpended on our 
part, the refufed to raife the fiege of 
Gibraltar. Walpole’s views were pa- 
cific; and, when the King went to 
Hanover, in June 1727, and in his 
abfence, the Duchefs of Kendal cabal- 
Jed with Bolingbroke to remoye Wal- 
pole, againft whom he drew up a me 
morial, which the Duchefs prefented 
to the King, who put it into Walpole’s 
hands, and, at his requeft, permitted 
Bolingbroke to have a cabinet inter- 
view with him, which produced no- 
thing, but ferved only to confirm his 
favour to the minifler. Jt is remarka- 
ble that the King, not being abig to 
fpeak Englith readily, nor Sir Robert 
Walpole French, the latter was obliged 
to converfe with him in Latin. The 
‘King died of indigettion, from eating 
melons after fupper, June 4, 1727. 
The hiflory of his unfortunate conlort, 
Sophia, is here given, and her innocence 
alleried, on the authority of Queen Cas 
roline ‘and Sir Robert Walpole. 

We come now to the fourth period 
of this Minifter’s hiftory, from the ac- 
ceffion of George LI. to the rebgnation 
of Lord Townthepd. The acceffion 
of George IJ. furnifhes his charaéter, 
At the acceffion of his father he was 
fo elated that he faid to an Englifh gen- 
tleman, “I have not one drop of blood 
in my veins which is nat Englith, and 
at the fervice of my father’s tubjeéts *.”

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He poffefled one great advantage over 
his father, that he was not ignorant of 
the language and conftitution of Eng- 
land, though his knowledge in both 
was limited. He was naturally refer- 
ved, except to thofe who belonged to 
his houfehold, or were adinitted to his 
familiar fociety; fond of bufinefs, and 
of gréat application whenever applica- 
tion was neceffary; well acquainted 
with the ftate of foreign affairs; and 
his obfervations and replies to the notes 
of his minifters, di€@tated by the occa- 
fion, prove good fenfe, judgement, and 
re€titude of intention. His temper was 
warm, vehement, and irritable, prone. 
to fudden emotions of anger, and not 
eahily appeafed. He was flow in deli- 
beration, cautious in decifion; but, his 
opinion once formed, he became in- 
ficxible, and impatiept of remonfirance. 
He was ftri€lly ceconomical; punctual 
in the difcharge of his expences; fo 
peculiarly methodical in all his a&tions 
and occupations, that, to ufe the ex- 
preffion of a uobleman much about 
his perfon, he feemed to think his ha- 
ving done a thing to-day was an unans 
{werable reafon for his doing it to- 
morrow. He was rigidly attached ta 
etiquette and. public forms, and fond 
of military parade, without the {mallet 
tafte for the arts, or love of {cience; 
like his father, he gave no patronage 
to literature, unlefs from the fuggef- 
tions of his Queen, or the interceffions 
of his Minifiers. Cold and phlegmatic 
in his general appearance, he, at the 
fame time, poflefled a nigh degree of 
fenfibility, of which he gave many 
proofs, particularly on the death of hig 
Queen and the refignation of Sir Ro» 
bert Walpole, which appeared incredi- 
ble to thofe who were not abouc his 
perfon, and who are not acquainted 
with his domettic charaer. The love 
of women was his predominant weak- 
nefs; but it did nor lead him into any 
exceffes which affected his public chay 
racter, or interfered with the interefls 
of his kingdom. He had feen and la- 
mentéd that his father had been go- 
verned by his Miniflers, and was fo 
extremely cautious to avoid a fimilar 
error, that the Countefs of Yarmouth, 
who was the only one among them 
who polleffid any real influence ovey 
her hufband, could feldom venture to 
exert her intereft in public condué, 
She once requefted Horace Walpole to 
procure a trifling place for one of her 
fervants, but charged him not to men; 
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tipn to the King that it wag at her re- 
queft; ‘becaufe,” the adied, “it it is 
known that I have applied, I have no 
chance of fuccefs” But his conduyét 
wis far different in regard to Queen 
Cariline, of whofe juc gement and good 
fenfe he had the higheli opinion, and 
in whom he ver placed the moft im- 
piici contid nce. Some of the French 
writers call iiftory la fable convenue, 
and not without fome degree of reafon; 
for, moft hiftories are wiitten either by 
authors who have been themfelves in- 
terefted in the events which they re- 
Jate, and glofs over the tranfaétions of 
their own party; or are compofed by 
writers who have not acce(s to original 
pipers, know little more than com- 
mon occurrences, and derive the prin- 
cipal fources of information from un- 
certain pubiications, traditional infor- 
mation, gezettes, and news- papers. 
The perfonage whofe charaéter [ am 
attempting to delineate will afford ’a 
fitiking example of the truth of thefe 
obfervations; for, it is a remaikable 
faét, that the hiftorians of the reign of 
George II. fcarcely mention the name 
Of Qucen Caroline, who almoft entirely 
governed the kingdom during the firft 
ten years of his reign; who bore her 
faculties fo meekly, and with fuch ex- 
traordirary prudence, as never to ex- 
cite the leaft uneafinefs, even‘in a So- 
vereign highly ‘enacious of his autho. 
rity, but contsived that her opinion 
fhould appear as if it had been his 
own; who folely occafioned the conti- 
nuance of Sit Robert Walpole in the 
minifiry; who patronized and promo- 
ted Herring, Hoadiy, Clarke, Hare, 
Sherlock, Butler, and Pierce; and 
without whofe recommendation or con- 
currence fearcely any fituation in 
church or ftate was conferred, She 
was daughter of the Margrave cf An- 
fpach; born 3683; having loft her 
father very early, the was left under 
the guardianfhip of Frederick Ele&or 
of Branderborgh, afterwards King of 
Pr-ffia; psffed pare of her early days 
at the court of Beriin, and received 
her education under his aunt, the ac- 
complifhed Sophia-Charlotre, fitter of 
Georye 1. and confort of the Ele&or 
ot Bruntwick; from whofe example 
and inftrudtions fhe imbibed that po, 
litenefs of demeanor, thofe fentiments 
of philofophy, that ardent love of 
Yearning, and foundation for metaphy- 
fical Knowledge, which merited the 
evlogium of Claike and Leibniz, 
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She gave an early inftance of her at- 
tachment to the Proteftant Religion 
by refufing the hand of Archduke 
Charles, afterwards Emperor, and e¢- 
fpoufieg, 1705, George II. then Elec. 
tor of Hanover, She was efleemed 
hasdfome before the had the fmall-pox 
an! became too corpulent. She had a 
hand and arm greatly admired for its 
whitenefs and elegance, a penetrating 
eye, and ‘a {mile celeftial *;” an ex- 
preffive countenance, great {weetnefs 
and grace, ptricularly when the (poke, 
But thefe charms of her perfon were 
far furpaffed by the endowments of her 
mind. She potlefled quicknefs of ap- 
prehenfion, .a natural good underfland- 
lng, woich had been duly cultivared, 
and obiained a confiderable knowledge 
in many branches of polite jirerature, 
Her levees were a ftrange pi@ure of the 
niotley charatler. and manners of a 
qucen and a learne’} woman. She re- 
ceived company while the was at her 
toilette ; pracers, and fometimes a fer- 
mon, were reads; learned men and di- 
Vines Were intermixed with courtiers 
and ladies of the houfeho'd; the con. 
verfation turned on metapliyfical fub- 
jects, blended with repartees, fallies of 
micth, and the tittlestattle of a drawe 
ing-room. She had a happy turn for 
converfation, and a readinefs in adapts 
ing her difcourfe to the perfons with 
whom fhe talked; pofieffed peculiar 
talents for mirth and humour; exceiled 
in mimicry, and was fond of difplaying 
it; was pleafed with makiog a tepar- 
tee herfelf, and with hearing it from 
others. Her conduét during the un- 
fortunate mifunderftanding which took 
place between George I, and her huf- 
band, when Prince of Wales, was fo 
prudent and dignified, that the jate 
King always behaved to her with 
maarks of due refpe& and atfeAion, 
though he never cordially loved ber. 
Yet, notwithftanding her coustely, af- 
fabiiity of deportinent, condefeenfion 
to men of letters, and fopdnels for fo- 
cial intercourfe, the had a high notion 
of the regal flation, and was partial to 
the etiquette of a court; the feldom 
forgot that the was a queen, and al- 
ways kept up a due flate both in publi¢ 
and private. She wov.d occafonally 
dme with Sir Robert Walpole at Chel- 
fea; but even her vihrs toa favourite 
Minifler. were fuijecied to form and 
evquette; fhe fat down to, table with 
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Lady ‘Walpole,’ the’ Royal Family 
whom fhe brought with her, and the

always ftood- behind her chair, and 
gave her the firft plate; then retired 
into another rooute where dinner was 
feryed for him and the Queén’s houfe- 
had. Queen Caroline was fond of 
converfing and correfponding with men 
of learning, and particularly with di- 
vines, whom fhe often perplexed with 
quettions concerning the doétrines of 
tne different churches, and confulted 
with a view of fettling her faith. 
Hoadly, Hare, Clarke, and Sherlock, 
were among the number to whom the 
principaliy applied. She carried on a 
correfpondence on thefe fubjeéts by 
means of her bed-chamber woman, 
Mrs. Clayton, afterwards Lady Sun- 
don, who had acquired a powerful 
alcendancy over her. The divine 
whom fhe moft particularly noticed, 
and by whofe converfation fhe often 
owned the was moft inftru&ed, was 
Dr. Clarke, whefe profound learning, 
in all branches of facred and profane 
literature, was fcarcely ever equaled; 
whofe piety was unqueflioned, and 
whofe playful manner aad placid tem- 
per rendered him as amiable as he was 
Jearned. He had only the re@orfhip of 
St. James, which was given him by 
Queen Anne, and the matlterfhip of

to be lodged in the hands of Mrs. 

Howard, bed-chamber woman to the 
Princefs, and afterwards Countefs of 
Suffolk, a favourite of the King when 
Prince, and whea rejeted by Mifs 

Bellenden, who preferred a marriage 

with John Campbell, afterwards Duke 

of Argyle. This attachment of the 

King to Mrs. Howard was fo far fram 

being favoured by the Qucen, that, 

with all her difguife, never wife felt or 

lamented a hutband’s infidelity more 

than herfeif; and Gay, Swift, and 

Chefterfield, miflaking Mrs. Howard's 
influence, made an undue ufe of it, and 
forfeited the Queen’s favour. 

* On the accethion of the new King, a 

change in adminiftration was expected 

by the Oppofition. Pulteney and Bo 

lingbroke intrigued at Leicefter-houfe, 

It is now weli known that the conti« 

nuance of the old Minifier was entirely 

owing to Queen Caroline, who was by 

no means ignorant of his chara&ter and 

abilitics, an’ he had always treated the 

Princels of Wales with the higheft re- 

fpect, and dectined paying it to Mrs. 

Howard, ‘The King, at fir, appoint- 

ed Sir Spencer Compton minifter; but 

the Quren, by her reprefentations, foon, 
reinfiated Sx Robert Walpole, She 

poffeffed great art in bending the 

King’s mind to the purpofes which his 

Englifh Minifter thought advantageous 

and neceflary, and in countera@ting the 


Hanoverian cabais. She always affe@- 


ed co retire wien the Monitier came 
into, the clofcs, declared fhe did not 
underfland bufinels, and caly remained 
as. if to obey the King’s commands, 
gad net out of inclinat yn or curiofiry, 
She, never appeared to lifien, never 
gave hep opinion unlefs folicited, and 
thea, delivered it with a modefly and 
humuysty which captivated the King. 
She was cxvemely food of ptwer, 
thovyh the atlefted the contrary, aad 
preferved her influence over the Kicg 
by confummate dilcretion. She wasa 
friend to peace, and appreciaced and 
enforced the pacific fyftem of Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole as the only means of 
preferviog tue iaterior pry:

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and preventing a rebellion, as the 
great caufe of the national profperity, 
of the increafe of commerce, and of 
the improvement of manufaf&ures and 
p  oreitygy The interpofition of Queen 

aroline, and the affiflance which the 
gave to the Minifiry in regulating the 
condu& ef affairs, was of the highet 
eonfequence to them and the country. 
She was not unacquainted with the 
conftitution of England; and the often 
prepared and {moothed the way towards 
obtaining the King’s confent to mea- 
fwres which he had at fiift oppofed, be- 
caufe they often ran counter to his Gere 
man prejudices, or to his paffion for mi- 
Hitary glory. @rom the time of his ac- 
ceffion to the hour of her death, the 
King had always appointed her, du- 
ring his abfence, regent of the king 
dom; and an aé of parliament was 
pafied for the exprefs purpofe of ex- 
emprting her from taking the oath. He 
uniformly expreifed as much fatisfac- 
tion that the affairs of government 
were condufled by her as when they 
were condudted by himfelf; an ho- 
nourable ‘tcflimony of his confidence, 
which the amply werited by her con- 
fummate good fenfe and dilcretion, 
The reliance which he placed on her is 
evidently proved by fome expreffions in 
a letter from Da Cunha, the pofi-mafter 
at the Hague, to Azevedo in London: 
**As to your journey to Haaover, I 
have already given my Opinion; it is 
certain neither the King will do any 
thing without the Queen, nor the 
Queen without the King; and there. 
fore, in point of difpute of bufinels, 
London is Hanover, and Hanover is 
London” (p. 285—289). The only 
change in the Miniltry was, the re- 
moval of the Earl of Berkeley, firt 
lord of the Admiralty, replaced by Sir 
George Byng, Vilecount Torrington, 
the confidential friend of Walpole. 
At the meetwy of Parliament the civil 
Vift was increafed, and a juinture of 
100,000]. per annum fettled on the 
Queen, if the fhould furvive the King, 
When the new Parliameat met, Ar- 
thur Onflow was chofen {peaker, in the 
room of Sir Spencer Compton, created 
apes. Walpole, confiding in the fup- 
port of the Queen, took the lead in 
Adminiftration. ‘At this period Op- 
pofition began to form itfeif into con- 
fiftency, and to form afirm and com- 
pace phalaux, which refiftcd all the ef- 
forts and influence of the Minifter to 
divide them, and furioufly drove him 
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from the helm. Until the death of 
George I, the component of this hete- 
rogencous body, which confifled of a 
few difappointed Whigs, Tories, and 
Jacobites, did not cordially coalefce. 
Many of thofe Wyigs and moderate 
Tories, who lookea up to the event as 
a prelude to their own admilffion ingo 
the miniftry, kept aloof from thofe 
who, as being profeffed Jacobites, or 
violent Tories, could not expeét the 
fame fuccefs. But, no fooner had the 
continuance of Walpole in office an- 
nihilated their hopes, than the whole 
body became compaé& and united. Io 
this refpe& the Whigs became Tories, 
and the Tories became Whigs; and 
the Jacobices afflumed every thape which 
tended to promote their views, by dif- 
trefling Government end harraffing the 
Mioifter, whom they confidered as the 
great fupport of the Houle of Brunf- 
wick. ‘The chief am of the Minifer 
was, to comprehend almoft all the To- 
ries. aS enemies to the Government, 
under the name of Jacobites; or at 
leaft to give that fligma to every one 
who was net a pioielied and known 
Whig. Wath this view, his own ad- 
miniitration being naturally fupported 
on a Whig foundation, he endeavoured 
to attach to himfelf all who had been 
dependent on Sunderland. With fome 
he fucceed:d, but not with all; and, of 
thofe whom he could not gain, feveral 
remained in their employments, bz 
caule thev were proteéted by the Ha- 
noverian junto. The body of Whigs, 
{mall, but of confiderable eminence, 
remained his enemics to the King’s 
death, watching for every opportunity 
to ruin him; and, from the acceflwn of 
George Ll, commenced the Oppofition 
which became afterwards fo trouble- 
fome and firmidible, Pulteney bes 
came the great leader of that body 
under him were ranged his kinfman, 
Danicl Pulteney, Sir John Barnard, 
Sandys, and afterwards Lord Polworth, 
Pirt, Lyttelton, and the Grenvilles, Sir 
William W: ndham was the great chief 
of the Tories, and William Shippen 
was atthe head of the Jacobites, who 
did not form lefs thao 50 members. 
Thofe who fupported the Minitter 
were, Lord Hervey, whofe character 
andtalents have been feandaloufly. de- 
preciated by Pope; Henry Pelham; Sir 
William Yonge, whom Johnion cals 
the befl fpeaker in the Houfe of Come 
mons; Winnington; and his brother, 
Horace Walpole, whofe talents for ne- 
; gociation, 
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gociation, indefatigable affiduity in bu- 
finefs, and acquaintance with foreign 
tranfa@tions, rendered him an able co- 
adjutor” (pp. 293, 294). In this Par- 
liament was carried, by 243 againk 
77, the report on the flate ot the fink. 
ing fund and the national debt, a yery 
elaborate performance, drawn ‘up by 
the Minifter himfelf, ‘to whofe credit 
its effeéts were incalculably bencticial. 
Whatever were the opinions of indivi- 
duals, whatever might be the cavils of 
thofe who oppofed, the ftatement of 
the Minifter was approved by more 
than tavo-thirds of the national repre- 
fentatives, offerbled in Parliament, and 
was folemnly jan@ioned by the a 
At home, the difcontents vifibly fubh- 
ded; abroad, the national credit was 
eftablifhed on fronger grounds than 
ever. It was proved, in oppofition to 
the clamours of the difatfeGled, that 
the kingdom could fupport the ex- 
pences of a war. France courted our 
alliance; Spain was confirmed in her 
wifhes for peace; the Emperor and 
Ruffia fhrunk from a conteft with 
Great Britain; and the difpatches from 
Paris, Seville, and Vienna, fufficient'y 
announced the weight and influence 
which the Counci!s of England had 
gained by the opinion which now ge- 
nerally prevailed in favour of her fi- 
nanees” (p. 299). But the Minifter 
had very neary loft the King’s favour 
afterwards, by difapproving the de- 
mand of an increale of the civil lift ; 
nor was he lefs hurt by the King’s in- 
flextbilicy in refufing to the Duke of 
Devosthire the prefidenthhip of the 
Council, and to Charles Stanhope, bio- 
ther of the Earl of Harrington, a place 
at the Admiralty-board; the latter 
owing to a memorial, found in hs 
hand-writing, from Lord Sunderland 
to the late King, recommending moft 
violent meafures againft him. Peace 
was now concluded with Spain and the 
Emperor, Jc the midf of thefe tranf- 
ations an outcry was raifed againft 
Adminiftration, for having degraded 
the King, and difgraced the Nation, 
by breaking a promife made to Philip 
V. for reftoring G-braltar. Walpole 
infifted the promife ws given when he 
Was not in adminiftration, and, tf ever 
made, was conditional, and rendered 
void by the refufal of Spain cto comply 


with the terms on which it was found- - 


ed; and that, whenever that promife 
was mentioned to him, he always main- 


tained that Gibraltar dhould rot be re-

ftored without confent of Parliament. 
Warm debates enfued in both Houfes, 
which ended’ in a refolution. of. the 
Lords, ** That this Houfe relies on the 


‘King for preferving the undivided right 


to Gibraleay and Minorca.’ Thus 
ended this bufinefs in Parliament, 
which had created fo much ill-will, 
and occafioned fo many fa'fe reports 
at the time, and has fince been mifre- 
prefented by thofe who inculpate the 
Minifier for breaking a promife which 
he never made, and for violating the 
national honour, when, in faét, he de- 
fended and {upported it’? (p. 306).— 
In «715 George I. to avoid a rupture 
with Spain, gave full power to the re- 
gent Duke of Orteans to offer the re~ 
ftoration of Gibrahar. The hoftilities 
which followed annulled the promife, 
and afterwards the King of Spain ac. 
ceded, purely and fimply, to the qua= 
druple alliance, without fipulating the 
ceffion. The Regent, to ingtatiate 
himfelf with the Kiog of Spain, and 
to promote the double marriage be- 
tween the two infants and his two 
daughters, repeatedly renewed the of 
fer inthe name of George I. and in- 
fpired Philip with the mott fanguine 
hopes of recovering fo important a for- 
trefs. The alarm raifed in England 
was fo fivorg, that the King fent Stan= 
hope to Paris with a letter to the Re-« 
gent, firm, difereet, and fatisfaétory, 
and as fuch the Regent received ic. 
‘Tue King, however, inclined to gratify 
the Regent if he couldy without dif- 
obliging his fubje€is, oftewed Gibraltar 
as an equivalent for Florida, the Eaft 
part of St. Domingo, and certain com. 
merciat advantages; which was refuled 
by Spain, and followed by the fiege of 
Gibraltar; and, when he was obliged. 
to accept peace, by the defertion of the 
Emperor, he clogged the negociation 
by attempting to bring his claim be- 
fore the Congrefs at Cambray, which 
the Englith preliminaries endeavoured 
to prevent. The prudent manner in 
which they fucceeded dors honour to 
theic diplomatic abilities; and the 
treaty of Seville was concluded with~ 
Out any ftipulation or mention of Gi- 
bralear(p. 910) —-The XXXVth chap- 
ter contains the hiftory of the Duke de 
Ripperda, from the difpatches of Sx, 
Sephorin at Vienna, W. Stanhope ar 
Madrid, and from an account of him, 
by two Sicilian abbots, in the Walpole 
papers. In the Parliament, 1730, Op- 
poficion entertained fanguine hopes thae 
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Walpole would be removed; and ex- 
erted their utmoft efforts to effeél it, in 
debates on the Imperial loan, the pe 
fion bill, the demolition of Dunkirk 
harbour, and the renewal of the Baft- 
India Company’s charter; which taf 
they endeavoured to prevent, and lay 
open the trade. On the refignation of 
“Town fhe: d as fecretary of fiate, Lord 
Harrington was appointed his fucceffor, 
H. Pelham fecretary at war, Lord 
Wilm ngton privy-feal, and the Duke 
of Newcaftle fecretary of flate; the 
charaéter of the latter is well drawn, 
pp- 328, 3295 aod who filled a high 
fiation at court 46 years, firuggling 
againft the dcep-roct.d averfion of 
George II. aod being of a peev'th and 
frecful temper, and aways jealous of 
thofe with whom he aed. Lord Har- 
ington had to firuggle with the ill- 
will of the King, wi.o was highly dif- 

leafed with his brother, Charles Stan- 

ope, and the prejudices of Sir Robert 
Walpole, with whom he never core 
dially coalefced, but looked up to the 
Duke of Néwcafile. The difagreement 
between Townfhend and Walpole, ari- 
fing from the difference of their tem- 
pers, difagreement on fubjeéts of do- 
meftic and toreign politicks, and poli- 
tical-and private jealoufy, ended in the 
.refignation of the latter, 1730. ‘He 
retired with a moft unfullicd charaéter 
for integrity, honour, and difinterefled- 
nefs; and pave feveral fir:king proofs 
that he could command the nv.tural 
warmth of his temper, and rife {upe- 
- rior to the malignant influence of “par- 
’ ay-fpirit ,and difappointed ambition.” 
He retired to Rainham, and died ‘there 
in 1738, aged 64. 

The fifth pericd is fiom the refigna- 
tion of Towntfhend to the diffelution 
of Parliament, 1730—-1734. Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole negotiated a reconcilia- 
tion with the Emperor, by rwo treaties 
at Vicuna, forming a defenfive alliance 
and a reciprocal guaranty «f mutual 
rights and p.ficihons. The perfou 
employed in this negotiation was the 
Earl of Waldegrave, a perfon of mild 
_and affable demeanor, in. high confi- 
dence with Sir Rotert Walpole, and 
the foreign embaflador in whom, next 
to his brother, the Minifter proacipally 
confided, He returned, for his hea’th, 
in 1740, and died in 1741, aged ¢7 (p. 
349)- He was fucceeded by Siz Tho- 
mas Robinfon, afierwards Lord Grant- 
ham, a man of great commaad of 
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temper, patient of contradiftion, dig- 
nity of manner, franknefs in receiving, 
and quickne(s in aniwering, objeftinns, 
who continued minilter at Vienna from 
1730 to 1748, when he was deputed 
embaflad r and joint-plenipo with the 
Earl of Sandwich to conclude the peace 
of Aix-la-Chapelie. His difpatches are 
clear and pesfpicuous, fo explicit and 
defcriptive as to convey a faithful pic- 
ture of the tempers and chara&ers of 
thotc with whom he negotiated; and it 
was truly faid of bim, that he not only 
fet down every word that was uttered 
in the conference with the Imperial 
Minifter, but noted even their looks 
and geftures, Thefe interefting docu- 
ments contain a copious and almoft un- 
interrupted narrative of the tranfaétions 
between England and the Court of Vi- 
enna during a period of 18 years, be- 
ginning wii events which threatened 
the downfall of the Houfe of Aultria, 
which was averted by the herailm of 
Maria-Therefa, and the interpofiion 
of England (p. 352). : 
Under the year 1731 we-have bio- 
graphical memuirs of Wiliam Pulte- 
ney, and origin and proyrefs of _his 
milunderftanding with Walpole. Pul- 
tency voted with the Whigs during the 
reign of Anne; defended Walpole un- 
der the charge of breach of truft, and 
vifites him in the Tower; and refigned 
his place of fecretary at war when 
Town thend was difmiffed, and Walpole 
refigned. When the latter made a re- 
conciliation between the King and 
Prince of Wales, and negotiated with 
Senderiand a new acminiftration, in 
which he and Townthend bore the 
moft confpicuous part, Pulleney was 
avery that the negotiation: of the re- 
conciliation was not imparied to him, 
and that he had not fome place. He 
was madé cofferer of the Houfehold, 
and chairman of the Secret Committee 
againft Anerbury ; but was too deeply 
exafperated againft* Walpole to be re- 
conciled to him when too late. He 


_ joined Oppofition, was difmifled from 


his place, and the controverfy, in 1731, 
between his and Walpole’s friends asd 
pamphleteers, rendered the breach ir- 
reparable. Though, in the zeal of 
party, and in the warmth of debate, 
thefe two great men reviled each other 
with fo much acrimony, yct, even in 
the Houfe of Commons, they frequently 
entered into conyerfation on the molt 
amicable terms. 

The 
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The Minifter’s propofal, in 17335 to 
take half a million from the finking 
fund, for the fervice of the current 
year, contrary to the exprefs words of 
the aét for eftablifhing that func, gave 
rife to warm debates. It is clear, thar, 
but for thefe encroachments between 
1716 to 1730, tore than 20 millions 
of the national debt might have been 
paid off, whereas only 7,190,7401. 
were difcharged, The only juflifica- 
tion of the Minifter in this condu&é is 
his with to facrifice every objeét for 
the prefervation of peace internal and 
external. ‘No meafure of his admi- 
niftration more conciliated the favour 
of the landho'ders, moneyed men, and 
people, than the atienation of the fink - 
ing fund, fo juftly deprecated by pof- 
terity, yet fo much applauded by his 
contemporaies. The Minifier muft 
have been more than man, had he pre- 
ferred the bleflings of pofterity to the 
curfes bf his own age, or facrificed 
prefent cafe to the dread of remote 
evils. Yet, after making due allow- 
ance to the temper of the times and 
the ficuation of parries, the meafure it- 
felf cannot be jultined; the warmeft 
admirers of the Minifier muft allow 
that it is a dark fpeck in his financial 
adininiftration” (pp. 370, 371).

308. Memirs of Mark Hildefley, D. D. 
Lord Bifbop of Sosor and Mann, and 
Mafler of Sherburn Hifpital; under whofe 
Aufpices the tholy Scriptures were tranflated 
into the Manks Language. By the Rev. 
Weeden Butler, Morning Preacher of 
Charlotte-ftreet Chapel. 

WE cannot enough applaud the zeal 
and indufiry of this Biographer, in col- 
IeCting fo many particulars of the life 
of fuch an eminent example of a pri- 
mitive Clriftian Bifhop, to whom, and 
to his immediate predeceflor, Bithwp 
Wilfon, the ifland of Maan has fo 
great and deferved « bligations. 

“ So. juft was the obfervation made by 
an ingenious writer, who has confidered 
their charadters with no {mall degree of at- 
tention, “that thefe two holy men feem to 
haye been feleéted by Providence, and 
crowned with length of years, that by their 
pious labours they might humanize and en- 
lighten a much-upcultivated people *.’”’ 





#  Robertion, Tour, p. 10g. OF their 
feclufion in the devious Ifle of Mann it 
might be faid, with Seneca, * Tenunt illos,

fivm, amor virtutum atque ufos; capidita-

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Both together may be faid to Lave 
completed what St. Patric began. 1300 
years before; he but difpelled the film 
of fuperftition and magick, terms al- 
mofi fynonymous; and, if the doétriaes 
be preached obtained any footing, or 
produced any fruit beyond: the general 
productions of monkery, it is lamenta- 
ble to reflcét how Chriftianicy loft its 
hold for want of a tranflation of the 
Scriptures into the language of the 
ifland, and that-this great and pious 
undertaking fhould have been firit 
thought of, to any effect, by Bithop 
Willon, and completed by Bithdp 
Hildefley. ; 

“The latter end of the year 1698 is 
alike memorable, for having given birth to 
the Society for promoting Chriftian Know- 
ledge, and to the Rev. My. Hildefley, af- 
terwards Lord Bifhop of Sodor and Mann, 
who fo fully entered into, and fo happily 
availed both himfelf and flock of the f{pirit 
of their inititution. 

“ Without his lordfhip’s peculiar ardour 
in the caufe, the Manks impreffion of Holy 
Scripture, &c. mizht long have been 
wanted; and, but for the Suciety’s gene- 
rous aid, all his unwearied affiduity, and 
the labours of his clergy on the Verfion, 
might have proved equally in vain. Con- 
genial, however, in fentiment, they adopt- 
ed with alacrity the fair defign; they mu- 
tually encourages each other to forward a 
work in which the honour of Rel:gion was 
concerned : Alterius fic 

Altera pofcit opem res, et conjurat amice : 
and Divine Providence fo poured its bleff- 
ing upon the efforts of human Zeal, as to 
give them all the fuccefs which could pof- 
fibly have been expeéted or defired. 

“ The veneratie Bifhop Wilfon, ¢ full 
of kindnefs and good fruits,’ firft held up 
the ftandard of information, which his 
facceffor and the Society mott ftrenuoufly 
and happily followed: and thas, at length, 
was produced a triumph, indeed, over that 
grofs and palpable deficiency of fpirnual 
means, which for many ages had obfcured 
the antient diocefe of Mann.’ 

In 1762 it was reprefented to the So- 
ciety, that the inhabitants of the ifkiod 
had noimpreffion of the Common Prayer 
Book, Bible, or Tettament, in a lane 
guage they c-uld underftand; and, on 
the firiétett enquiry, is was found, that

Vitz, 
cap. xix. The two Prelates, in fucceffion, 
prefided over the diocefe for the fpace of 
74 years: Bithop Wilfon baving held it 57 
years ; and Dr. Hildefley 17: few, indeed, 
but well employed !”” 

rigs the 
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the ancient church of this diocefe was 
probably the only Chriftian church in 
the world which was abfolutely deflitute 
of a printed copy of the Holy Scrip- 
tures in the vulgar tongue (the old 
tranflation of St. Matthew’s Gofpel 
in Maxks being out of print), the fe- 
veral congregations receiving an off- 
band tranflation of the Englith Bible 
asd Common Prayer Book accordin 
to the different fenfe, attention, ash 
ability, of the officiating minifler. The 
Society gave 1001! to begin with priot- 
ing 2000 copies of Portions of Scrip- 
ture, the Common Prayer Book, the 
Chriftian Monitor, and other appiowed 
religious books. “A church,” as the 
Bithop obferves in one of his letters, 
**which has the honour of being 69 
years older than that of Bangor, in 
Wales, which is faid to he the firft bi- 
fhoprick we read of among the Britons, 
ahd 114 years before Auftiin the monk” 
(p- 422). By the exertions of this 
amiable and pious prelate was raifcd, 
for this good work, 40621. 

“The prefent number of inhabitants in 
the Ife of Mann, much increafed fince 
200d Biffiop Hildefley’s time, is conjec- 
tured to exceed twenty-cight thoufand ; 
nearly two-thirds of whom are fuppofed 
not to underftand the Englith langu.ge. 
Hence it appears evident, that the expen- 
diture of about four thoufand pounds, calu- 
ally raifed by voluntary contribution, has 
fufficed to iliuminate with Scripture truth, 
for a period of above 30 years, upwards of 
eighteen thoufand fouls. What is the humble 
and ftriking average? Lefs than five thil- 
lings at the very utmoft, for each Manks 
individual, in dave {pace of time |” 

In order to complete thofe impreffiong, 
much more money was neceflarily expend- 
ed than the Society had received in bene- 
factions. Two ioveftments, at different 

iods, have come in aid of the pious de- 
ign: the one, by purchafe of 1100]. New 
South-fea Annuities; the other, in 1792, 
by legacy from Bithop Hildefley, of 3001. 
Old South“fea Annuities. Thefe are libe- 
rally appropriated to that account; and 
the dividends ‘upon them, amounting an- 
nually to forty guineas, are applied to pay 
off what is due to the Society. The debt 
Rill remaining, of about 180}. is; there- 
fore, in a gradual train of liquidation; fo 
that, in about five years, the abovemen- 
tioned funds will ftand.as a clear refource 
for the continuance of Manks impreiiions. 
Should their produce, howeyer, be found 
inadequate, it is not doubsed bu: that the 
‘fame public munificence will revive, to 
“perpetuate the ' good work, as heretofore 
fo largély flowed in to give it exiftence, 
‘and to crown it with fuccebs.”” 
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The leading traitin Bp: Hildefley’s 
charaéter was, the earneftnefs with 
which he fet about this great work ; 
his whole hearc was upon Manks 
traoflations ; which made a poor wo- 
man in his parith, wpon her fon’s read- 
ing a chapter to her, cry out, with 
pivat exultation, ‘* We have 0 in 
darkeefs till now!” (p. 499). The 
firft volume of the Bible tranflation 
was completed July 2, 17713 the fe- 
cond was prepared for the prefs April 
6, 17723 and all was finifhed. and 
tranfcribed in December of the fame 
year, juft before his lordfhip died (p. 
232). A new edition of the New 
Teftamect was printed 1775. ‘T'wenty- 
four clergy of the ifland undertook the 
tranflation of the Old Teftament. From 
a letter of Mr. Moore’s, p. 666, it ap- 

ears that the tranflation was much 
improved by every aflrftance they cou! 
obtain. Major Vallancey admired the 
fimplicity and force of the language, 
and the beauty of the verfion (p.670); 
and Mr. Moore, the Bithop’s chap- 
Jain, in a letter to that gentleman, ree 
grets that the native Irith were either 
not preached to at all, or were addrefled 
ion Englith, wiich they could nat, or 
would not, underftand; and thus, as 
the Apofile obierves, they continued, 
and ftill continue, barbarians * to cach 
other (p. 658). 

How much does the biographer ‘of 
Bithop Hildefley tranfeend bim who 
wrote a new life, and laboured hard to 
prove that the pious Dr. Watts de- 
patted from his crthodoxy in his laft 
moments! or him who ftrove as hard 
to diftort the features of the mild and 
honeft Jortin, and to exalt the difcon- 
tented and reforming Jebb! 

The life of this worthy Prelate, 
though protraéted to the age of 74, is 
not marked with many events. Hé was 
born Dec. 9, 1698, at Murfton, near 
Sittingbourn, in Kent; educated at the 
Charter-houfe, contemporary with the 
learned Jortins admitted of Trinity-

preachers, chaplain to Lords Cobham 
and Bolingbroke; vicar of Hitchin 
from. 1730-1, of Ho'well adjoining, 
1735, which he held with his fee till 
1767; created D.D, by Archbifhop 
Herring, and. contlecrated bifhop of 
Mann, 1755; appoinred mater of 
Sherburw hofpiral, co, Durham, wor:h 
a clear 450]. per aonam, which he 
held with the b:thoprick till his de»th. 


«. Previous to his refiding in the Ifle of 


Mann, Bithop Hildeflev called to take 
leave of his people at Hitchin; to whom 
he had become juftly endeared, and for 
whom, as well as for his parifhioners at 
Holwell, he always retained aud mani- 
feted the greateft refjeét and cordiality. 
His farewel fermon at Hitchin is ftill re- 
membered: it drew tears from all who 
heard it: and when he vifited the parifh 
two years after, on returning to England 
from his diocefe, he atfeétionately recog- 
nized the meanett of his catechumens and 
other friends. The difcourfe which he 
preached to them upon this trying occafion 
was peculiarly pathetic; for, it came frem 
the heart of a much-loved fpeaker, foon 
to be heard by them no more! On his 
leaving the town, the ftreets were crowd- 
ed with multitudes to pay him every mark 
of efteem ; which he returned with equal 
fenfib lity and kindnefs.” 

* On Saturday, the 28th of November, 
1772, he was crowned with the inexpref- 
fible happinefs of receiving the /af part of 
the Bible Tranflation, fo long and fo greatly 
the obje& of his ardent prayers: upon 
which occafion, according to his own re- 
peated promife, he very emphatically fang 
Nunc, Dominc, d'mittis! in the prefence of 
his congratulating family, The next day, 
which was Advent Sunday, he officiated 
in his Own chapel, and preached ‘on the 
uncertainty of human life ;’ urging, with 
much energy, the dnty of providing for 
our fammons hences and ftanding before 
the, great tribunal. In the evening he 
again called his family together, and refu- 
med the fubje&t ‘of being prepared to 
meet our judge, fince we know not when 
or in what manner we may be called; 
fhewing alfo in how many inftinces it 
happened that people were deprived of 
their fenfes as in a moment ;’ and this 
with fuch convincing force, and fo friend- 
ly a feeling for his domeftic audience, as 
drew tears from every eye. 

“Thus, ¢in fomething like prophetic 
ftrain*,’ does this good man feem to have 
anticipated, and to have prepared others 
for his own death; for, on Monday fol- 
lowing, the 30th of November, after di- 
nipg! and ‘cheerfully converfing in his pa-

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lace at Bifhop’s court with ‘his family and 
one‘of the neighbouring clergy around him, 
he was feized with a ftroke of apoplexy 
on the left fide, which, literally, in a mo« 
ment did deprive him of his intelleétual 
powers: and in this fituation he remained 
till that day week, when he calmly re- 
figned a valuable exiftence in the 74th 
year of his age ”” 

The correfpondence of this good 
Patriarch muft afford pleafure to all 
who ate emulous of imitating his cha- 
racter. If we were tempted to feleé& 
any particular part, it fhould be that 
with Dr. Doddridge, a man of conge- 
nial temper and. moderation. Bur, as 
the fpirit which breathes through the 
whole cannot be learned from partial 
feleétion, we muft content ourfelves 
with recommending the attentive peru- 
fal of the whole, and with our hearty 
acknowledgements to the worthy com- 
pi'er, who, from what he is pleafed to 
call fcanty materials, has made fo valu- 
ab'e an addition to the biography of 
his country. 


309. Equality enjoyed in this Country: A Ser- 
mon, preached March 29, 1798, at the 
Affizes held at Leicefter, before the Ho- 
nourable Sir Nath Grofe, Kut. one of bis 
Majefly’s Fuftices of the King’s Bench.

FROM Prov. xxii, 2. Mr. R. takes 
occafion to inculcate on his hearers the 
happy temperature of ranks and con- 
ditions in this nation, on the fupport 
ot the body, the cultivation of the 
miod, and the maintenance of health. 
The rich and the poor alike participate 
of what is really neceflary and natural 
in thefe feveral articles; and, farther, 
in the benefit of wife and equal laws. 
The yearly cxpence of maintaining the 
poor in England and Wales amounted, 
many years ago, to the enormous fum 
of three millions fterling, and at this 
time probably more than double that 
fum. In 1774 Parliament infttruted 
an enquiry into the amount of the 
poor-rate in England aod Wales, ‘and 
again 1783. On comparing thefe to- 
gether, the rife during that thort period 
was found to be, in England, upwards 
of 850,0001, per annum, —o nearly 
in the proportion of one-third of the 
rate at the firft period. In Wales, du- 
ring the fame period, the rates were 
more than doubled. Nor was this 4 
temporary ftart, but a part only of a 
gradual progreffion, A writer ob- 
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ferves, that, in 1680, the poor-rate 
produced no more than 665,390]. ; in 
31764 they ftood at 1,200,000]. ; in 
1793 were eftimated at 3,000,0001. It 
js a known faét, faid a member in the 
debate on Mr. Gilbert’s bill, April 17, 
2788, that, within the laf g years, the 
poor-rates have incrcaled one-third. 
Encyel. Brit. art. Poor. Of the afto- 
nithing rife of thefe rates, one of Mr, 
R’s parithes (Lubbenham, co. Le'cef- 
ter) affords an cxample. Within 50 
years, the poor were farmed at Gol. 
per annum ; in the prefent year, he 
upderflands, they coft more than 6001. 

“Enjoying then, as we do, the folid 
{ubftance of true Equality, as far 4s focial 
order will permit, and we can reafonably 
defire, how cautious ought we to be in 
bearkening to any one that would perfuade 
us that the only true Equality is not yet in 
our poffeffion! What can this Equality 
he ? we may naturally sfk. And it cannot 
be too gefierally known, that to eftabl:th 
i will require nothing lefs than the de- 
ftruétion of all Religion, the averthrow of 
all Government, and the diffolution of 
every tie that can or ought to be dear to 
us. To enjoy it, we muft have no laws, 
human or divine, to limit our enormities ; 
nor any connexion, however tender or de- 
lirhtful, to lay us under any reftraint. Not 
only gil property muft be annihilated, but 
its higheft perfection will require us to 
burn our noble cities, towns, and villages, 
and return again to the woods and caves of 
the earth for fhelter, that we may enjoy 
one common milery. Tt was referved for 
the prefent enlightened times to difcover 
that all mankind have been in an error for 
S90 years ; and that, inflead of polifhing 
and improving fociety, the only thing dear 
is to diffolve it, and live like wild beafts, 
in dens and folitude” (p. 18).

overturning the Gofpel of Chrift, in 
hopes of producing a flame, which, if. 
not timely extinguifhed, would con. 
fume the royal throne, the hallowed 
altar, the tribunals of juftice, the trea- 
fures of commercial enterprize, and the 
fruits of rural indufiry, in one, vaft, 
univerfal, refiftlefs conflagration. 

“Can we not difcern (fays the preacher) 
the figns of the times? The fky is red and 
louring *. This, this is the evil day, of 
which we were not obfcurely forewarned, 
if we would have received the admoni- 
tion. Every page of either Covenant told 
the inhabitants of the Chriftian world 
what they might expeét; what would he 
the confequences of indifference to the 
faith, and violation of praétical duty. En- 
couraged by our fupinenefs, the enemies of 
Chriftianity, by whatever titles, or tenets, 
or prejudices, diftinguithed from each 
other, are all engaged againft us in one 
band of impious confederacy. From the 
prefent fate of tumultuous perturbation, 
of which they were themfelves the pri- 
mary inftigators, they truft that they fhall 
‘fuck out no fmall :dvantage +." When 
the elements are convulfed, and the fea is 
agitated by ftorms, every obfcene and ill- 
favoured bird is on the wing; the thunder 
blends itfelf with their clamours —the 
winds accelerate their career —the light 
ning directs them to their prey. 

“ Why this inveterate animofity againft 
the Chriftian faith fhould rankle in the 
hofoms of our enemics—why, not con- 
tented with rejecting our holy religion in 
their own perfons, they thould ftrive a- 
gainft it with fuch reftlefs and officious 
malignity, is a quettion, to which their 
own condué will furnith the moft fatif- 
factory reply. ‘ They are adverfe to the 
faith of Chrift, becaufe the faith of Chrift 
is adverfe to them.’ They revile and 
blafpheme the deérines, becaufe they will 
not conform to the duties, of Chrittianity. 
They, who violate every moral principle 
—they, who faffer every revengeful paf- 
fion to have its full fway—they, who op- 
pofe and ‘ {peak evil of earthly dig: itiest,’ 
and who would make the things of heaven 
itfelf fubfervient to their idol, Reafon; how 
can they but feel an intereft, horrible as it 
is, in the fuccefs of their oppofition to a 
religion of purity, a religion of peace, a 
religion of meeknefs, a religion which in- 
culcates dutiful obedience to the higher 
powers for confcience-fake, and «which 
cafteth down imaginations, and every high 
thing that exalteth itfelf againft the know- 
ledge of God, and bringeth into captivity

a religion which (while te its fairhful pro- 
feflors it {peaks in accents of love and 
gentlenefs) is quick and powerful, and 
mighty againft its adverfaries, piercing 
even to the dividing afunder of the foul 
and fpirit ¢—diflurbing them in the coms 
mifion of their fins—and, while they af- 
fect to be bold and fearlefs, wring ng their 
fiearts with remorfe, and fearing them 
with terrors? a religion which humbles 
their pride, controuls their ambition, re- 
ftrains their frantic lufls, and meets them 
in every path with an anathema ?”

the Scriptures promife to mankind, the 
medistoria! facrifice of Chrift is the ef- 
fential caufe, and benevolence the qua- 
Mifving habit. Immortal happinefs is the 
free gitt of God ; it is not a debt paid 
to juftice, or a tribute to merit. Nor 
is it a forced gift. We may either 
accept or refufe it, If we accept it, we 
muft prove our acceptance an a€t of 
rational choice, and, at the fame time, 
of grateful remembrance, by conform- 
ing to the conditions on which it is ap- 
pended. Eternal happinefs. is a cove- 
nanted mercy. If we will enter into 
life, we muft keep the commandments; 
we muoft live in obedience to the pre- 
cepts of the Gofpel ; bur Mill this obe- 
dience does not, in the leaft degree, 
merit immortality. It is no equivalent, 
no fatisfa€tion paid to the Almighty 
for fo high a privilege. This fiill re- 
mains the free-will cffermg of divine 
merey, influenced bv divine love” (pp. 
39, 4% 0.) Mr. Wilberforce makes 
religion to confift in the exercife of the 
affettions, or ‘* what, according ‘o his 
defcription of the matrer, and nutwith- 
ftanding all his palliations, muft be 
underftood to mean —an inflamed fiare 
of the devotional feelings. Thus he 
indise@ily encourages enthufiafm and 
hypocrify.s. for, by artificial cuntrivan- 
ces, the atfeGions may be raifed to al- 
moft any pitch; and the greateft fin- 
ners have fometimes been abf rbed in 
what might be thus called pipus exta- 
cies. The cffervefcence of devorional 
feelings bas indeed often been the cha- 
yadlerifiick ‘of the moft worthlefs of 
mankind. Mr W. wou'd have ated 
more wifely if he had made religion to 
confit, as Jefus Chrift evidently. did, 
in thofe bencvolent fympathics which 
jnvariably lead to benevolent aétiobs. 
Here thereis no room for hypocrify or 
delufion. Religion is appreciated by 
a rule of which we cannot miflake the 
application” (p. 45).

We have heard it very fenfibly re- 
mratked, that the Papacy is come to an 
end, and nobody has. made any reficc- 
tions upop in Mr. W. is the firft who 
has broken filence on this memorable 
event. His text is Rev. xiv. & He 
hias thrown together, into one pidure, 
fo many. traits of the corruption of the 
Church of Rome, and its wretched in- 
fluence on all its followers, that we 
cannot be fhocked at its fatal cataftro- 
phe; we canoot but triumph over the 
great event.

94 it is true, like the author of the “ Pur- 
fuits of Liverature” (a work fulfely a- 
feribed ta my felf* ), which dilspproves of 
all notes w a fe: mon,’ have intioduced 
many trom the writings of the antients, 
bearing « diftant reference to the poinis 
under difcuffion; but tirained and vio- 
ent adaptations, or calual coiacidenccs, 
however they may amufe, appear to 
me, in general, to illuftrate very little, 
and (as a celebsated mathematician of 
Cambridge is reported to have once 
obferved after reading the ‘* Paradife 
Loft’) to prove nothing.

From the difabled Mate of his Majefty’s 
thip under my command in the action of 
the 13th inft. and the wind remaining to 
the S. W. [was unavoidably feparated from 
the fquadron under the command of Sir 
John Borlafe Warren, Bart. K.B. and 
drove confiderably to the N. W. of Ireland. 
1 have great fatisfaction in informing your 
Lordfhip, that on the 18th, at daylight in 
the morning, I difcoversd.a large fhip. to 
leeward, fortunately for me, with the lofs 
of her fore and main-top-mafts (the Ane 
fon being by no means in a fituation to 
chafe), her mizen-maft gone, main-yard 
and main-crofstrecs ; the bowfprit and 
fore-yard fhot through in feveral places. 
L immediately bore up, and got alongfide 
of her. After an aétion of one hour and 
quarter, mott gallantly difputed, which 
does the higheft honyur to Citizen Jofeph 
Andrien Segone, her commander, fhe 
ftruck ;.. proved to be La Loire, one of 
the largeft and fine(t frigates belonging to

up with and capture one of them, Le Vi-+ 
gilant lugger, mounting 12 4-pounders and 
2 long-fixes, carrying 55 men (6 or 7 of 
which were left on fhove at Boulogne), 
commanded by Citizen Muirbaffe. Ona 
fending my boats on board, I found, that int 
confequence of her being hulled in feyeral 
places, fhe was finking very faft, which 
detained me a confiderable time (in en 
deavouring to ftop the leak), otherwife 
I mutt have inevitably taken another bee 
fore they could poffibly have reached the 
coait of France.

4, at noon, 
when, a bard gale of wind coming on, we 
loft fight of them in lat. 53 deg. 13 min. N, 
and long.16 deg. 15 min. W. Sligo Bay 
bearing N. 77 E. diftance.g leagues. The 
wind being off fhore, we carried fail to 
get in with the lane, to give the necef- 
fary information. Tne Amelia feparated 
on the pight of the 8th.

Upon my arrival at this place, 1 imme- 
diately acquointed Sir Horatio Nelfon with 
the capture of his Majefty’s fhip Leandef, 
under my conmmand, and beg leave to in- 
clofe you a copy of my letter to the rear- 
admiral, for the quicker information 0 
my Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty.

Copy of a letter from Capt. Thompfon 
to Rear-Adm. Sir Horativ Neen, K. B 
dated Tricite, O&. 13: . 
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Jt is with extreme pain I have to relate 
to you the capture of his Majefty’s thip 
Leander, late under my. command, by a 
French feventy-four gun fhip, after.a clofe 
aétion of 6 hours and a half. On the 18th 
of Augutt laft, being-within 5 or 6 miles of 
the Weft end of Goza, near the ifland of, 
Candia, we difcovered at day-break a large 
fail on the S. E, quarter, ftanding direétly 
for the Leander ; .we were then becalmed, 
but the ftranger bringing up a fine breeze 
from the Sourhwatd, we foon made him 
to be a Jarge fhip of the line. As the Le- 
ander was in officers and men upwards of 
80 thort of complement, and had on-board 
a number which were wounded on the rft, 
I did wot confider myfelf juftified in feek- 
ing an action with a fhip which appeared 
of fuch confiderable fuperiority in point of 
fize, and therefore took every means in 
my power to avoid it: 1 however foon 
found that our inferiority of failing made it 
inevitable; and I therefore, with all fail 
fet, fteered the Leander a courfe which I 
judged would receive our adyerfary to the 
beft advantage, fhould he bring us to 
battle. At8 o'clock the ftrange thip (ftill 
gontinuing to have ihe good fortune of the 
wind) had approached us within a long 
random fhot, and had Neapolitan colours 
hoifted, which he now changed to Turkifh; 
but this deception was of no avail, as [ 
plainly made him to be French. At he 
had ranged up within a half gun-fhot of 
eur weather quarter ; I therefore hauled 
the Leander up fufficiently to bring the 
broadfide to bear, avd immediately com- 
menced a vigorous cannonade on him, 
which he inftantly returned. The fthips 
g0nsinued nearing each other until half 
paft 10, keeping up a copftant and heavy 
firing. At this time [ perceived the ene- 
my intending to run us On-board; and the 
Leander being very much cut up in rige 
ging, fails, and yards, L was unable, with 
the light air that blew, to prevent it. He 
ran us on-board on the larboard bow, and 
continued alongfide us for fome time. 
A mo fpirited aud well-directed fire, 
however, from our fmall party of marines 
(commanded by the ferjeant), o1 the poop 
and, from the quarter-deck, prevented the 
enemy from twking advantage of his good 
fortune, and he was repuifed in all his 
¢fforts to make an impreflion on us, The 
firing from the great guns was all this 
time kept up with the fame vigour; and a 
dight breeze giving the fhips way, 1 was 
eoabled to fteer clear of the-enemy, aud 
foon afterwards bad the fatisfa@ion vo luff 
under his fern, and patiing him within 
50 yards, diftindly dif{charged every gun 
from, the Leander into him, As from 
henceforward was nothing but a continued 
ferias, of heavy firing within piftol-fhor, 
Without any wind, and the fea as {mooth 
as glafs, I fee] it unneceflary to give you

the detail of the effects of every thot, 
which muft be obvious from our fitwation ;

At this time, the 
enemy having paffed our bows with a lighs 
breeze, and brought himfelf on our ftareg 
board fide,, we found that our guns on.that 
fide were nearly all difabled by the wreck 
of our own fpars, that had all fallen on this 
fide. This produced a ceffation of ow 
fire, and the enemy took this time to afi 
us, if we had furrendcred ? The Leander 
was now totally ungovernable, not having

if he thought we could do more? He coin- 
ciding With me that farther refiftince was 
vain and impracticable, and, indeed, alt 
hope of fuccefs having for fome time vae 
nifhed, [ therefore now directed an anfweg 
to be given in the affirmative, and the 
enemy foon after took poffeflion of his 
Mpjetty’s fhip. 1 canmot conclude this 
account without affuring you how much 
advantage his Majefty’s fervice derived 
during this aétion from the gallantry and 
adtivity of Capt. Berry, of the Vanguard. I 
fhould alfo be wanting in juftice, if ¥ did 
not bear teftimony to the fleady bravery 
of the officers and feamen of the Leander 
in this hard conteft, which, though un- 
fuccefsful in its termination, will fill, £ 
truft, entitle them to the approbation of 
their country. The enemy proved to be 
the Genereux, of 74 guns, commanded 
by M. Lejoille, chef de divifion, who had 
efcaped from the a&tion of the rft of Au- 
gult, and, being the rearmoft of the French 
line, had received little or no fhare of it, 
having on board goo men, about 100 of 
whom we found had been killed in: the 
prefent conteft, and 188 wounded.

$effions, for wearing the French badge of 
infamy, and difturbing the folemn exercife 
of the Sabbath. 

Philadelibia, Now. 4. The contagion 
which has for the laft three months raged 
fo violently in this city, has as heretofore 
yielded at length to a fucceffion of froft, 
which nas prevailed during the laft week ; 
and the Committee of Health has invited 
the inhabitants fo return fo their homes, 
under the affurance of perfect fafety, ander 
proper precautions zs to cleanfing and air- 
ing their houfes, bedding, and clothing. 
The coldnefs of the feafon has worked the 
fame happy change in New York, Bofton, 
New London, and Wilmington, where 
the fame fpecies of difeafe raged at the 
fame time, and proved infinitely more 
malignant than the former difeafes- with 
which thofe places have heen vifited, Gaz. 

Noy. 15. Thedreadful devaftation madein 
New York by the yellow fever hag fubfided. 
No'le{s than 2000 of the inhabitants died 
during the few months the diforder pre- 
vailed The inhabitants hed returned to 
New York at the time the Weftmorland 
Packet left that place, and might have 
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done fo at an earlier period, had they 
taken the precaution of having. their 
houfes opened and fumigated, inftead: of 
reiurning to them from the freth air in 
the country, while the contagion ftill 
hing about the buildings, and to which is 
attributed its remaining fo long, 

Nov.29. One Bembridge, a young man 
refiding at Dartmouth in America, who had 
for fome time paft difcovered an attachment 
to Mifs Rufftil, of that place, went to her 
father’s houfe about 9 o’clo%«, entered the 
room where the family were fitting, and, 
expreffed a with to fpeak to MifsR. which 
Mrs. R, refufed, and éxpreffed her difplea- 
fure at his attention to her daughter. This 
the villain probably expected ; for, having 
provided himfelf with a long butcher’s 
knife, he took an opportunity immediately 
after, and buried it with the moft favage 
violence in the bofom of the unfortunate 
girl, who almoft inftantly expired. The 
wretch then ftabbed himfelf in two places, 
but we believe not mortally.

the prefent Lord Kilwatden; and from 
the celebrated lawyer, Theobald Wolfe, 
the young man derived his name at bap 
tifm, During his infancy, his f.ther‘s cire 
éamftances enabled him to obtain for his 
fon a good education. When about to en- 
tet Dublin college he was prevented, hy 
having Been concerned in a dnel between 
two of his {choolfellows, which terminated 
fatally for one of them, a boy of 14 years 
of age. After an interval, however, of 8 
Yeas be fucceeded in obtaining an ad- 
Mmiffion jnto the college, where he diftin- 
gaithed himfelf in a. literary meeting, 
called, The, Hiftorical Society.”, While 
in the college, he. married..a, daughter of 
Mia Witherington, then an eminent wool- 
fen-dyapec, without fortune, and againg 
her father’s coofent. . His company was 
Coveted by every ftudent of tafte in the 
University 5 and, fo aitradtive was his 
copyerfatiyn, that many youpg menof the 
furft rank and. fortune f{olicited his ac- 
quaintance, and in retarn became his moft 
ufeful patrons, Dyring the intervals of 
hufinefs in college, Fone and bis wife re- 
fided a he houfe ee his. father ip the 
county of Kildare. | The ingenious owner 
of Millicent (Richard Grit efy.) took 
notice of his young neighbour, and. at- 
tached his.company by continual patronage 
and holpitality. He sid not, however, 
Jean. entirely.on.his benefactor, but confie 
derably.ailited higfelf, by Livetary labours, 
for the London .book{ellers, Thefe pro-, 
dpdtions were, chiefly of the light «phe- 
meral kind, dad jie now forgotten :_one 
piece alone is recollecied, which contains 


fome pleafapt railiery on the wild and 
childith Yoparies of mmance-writers-—-it is 
called, “The wonderful Hiftory of Prince 
Fanfaradin.”

This was the 
foundation of the United Irifhmen, But 
on the trial of Jackfon fome circumftances 
tranfpired which made it prudent for 
Tane to abfcond. His friends feared he 
might be implicated in treafon, an@ he had 
the earlieft notice to quit the country. 
What happened to him afterwards he .

countrymen. Having in vain atteropted 
to conceal his perfdn’ poder the affumed 
name of Smith, he at laft conteffed that 
he had a command among the invading 
ynderers. He was broight to Dublin, 
: by a. court martial. He beliaved 
with great firmnels and intrepidity : at his 
tet ay allowed the tet if ihe sp 
ronght againft him; he appeared to glory 
in the caufe in which he had embarked, 
which he called “the fame’ in which 
Wathiigion had fucceeded, and in which 
Kofciufko had failed." Holding @ com- 
miffion in the French fervice, he prayed 
the court, to fentence. him to be fot, en- 
forcing his requeft by the conduct of the 
French towards thole natives of Franca 
who were fent by the Englifh to aid the 
rebellion in La Vendée, aid bere taken ig 
arms, This requett wes denied him, and 
he was ordered 40 be executed, Ja te 
night 
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night preceding the day appointed for his 
execution, he, however, found means to 
cut bis.throat. The ext morning. Mr. 
Curran applied to the Court of King’s 
Bench for a babeas corpus, Lo bring up,the 
body of. Mir. Tone, upon this ground, 
“ that courts-martial had no jurifffiétion 
upon fubjedis, not in the military fervice of 
his, Majefty, during the fitting of the Court 
of_King’s Bench, The chief-juftice or- 


dered. writ to be made out immediately ; 


but-Mr. Fone was not in a condition to be 
apoved: The militarys.in whole caftody 
the prifoner. was, obryed the order of the 
Court of King’s Bench, and fulpended the 
execution. .

It 
appeared on the Coroner’s Inqueft that, 
as foon as he was made acquainted with 
his fentence, on the evening of .Sund.y, 
the. ruth inftant, he funk into a defpond- 
ence which 4hook all (he apparent forti- 
tude-he had difplayed.on his trial.

Do, they wilhed to take away 
eur thips, our commefce, our cath, 
the very bones, fimews, and heart's 
blood, of the fear he conse 
blick, in time of its greate 
Seetioes fought only for fame, and 
gave back countries as foon.as con- 
quered; and thus did Sparta, the 





glory of antient Greece. France had 
planted the Tree of Liberty in the gar. 
den of Monarchy, it did bear its 
moft luxriant fruits. The fpirit of 
the Republick was the fame as that of 
the old Monarchy ; and fo fully con- 
vinced was he of this, that, if the un- 
fortunate Pretender was reftored to 
the crown, he was of opinion that not 
an inch of ground would be reftored, 
either in'Germany, Italy, of the Ne- 
therlands. Mr. Sheridan, having 
ably exhorted the Houfe to. purfue 
the moft vigorous meafures for na- 
tionsl defence, warned the Howfe to 
beware of an imputation that might, 
perhaps, be thrown upon him as hae, 
ving changed his principles.

% Y- E curious and uncommon gate 

L of entrance into the monaftery 
ot the Blackfriers, which ftood on the 
Eaft fide of the High-ftreet, and near 
Weft gate*, has given way to the in- 
novating fyftem for improving (as it 
is called) our cities and towns ; a fyf-

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tem ‘which will foon level to the 

d all thefe fpecies of ‘remains of 
antient archite@tural fplendour; which 
furely, in the minds of thofe whe af- 
fe&t to love their country,’ thould be 
venerated, and meet with their warm- 
eft proteftion; inftead of which, a 
more than barbarous joy feems to pof- 
fefs the fouls of thefe innovators at this 
(unfortunately for the world) innoya- 
ting day! . 

1 was informed that the two gates, 
Wet gare and St. George's gate, fitu- 
ated at each extremity of the city, 
with that exceflive rich gate of en- 
trance into the clofe of the cathedral, 
are but for a very fhort date; their 
Jong-admired forms and enrichments 
will foon be no more4 

I perceived the extenfive remains 
of the cafile are degraded, and almoft 
hid from the public eye, by an infinity 
of huts and warehoules: indeed, they 
almoft occupy the whole area of the 
caftle. . 

In 1785, I took much notice of the 
famous Roman arch in the wall which 
furrounds the caftie, It was at that 
time permitted to remain, from the 
exertions and influence of a worthy 
inhabitant of the city*. But nowthe 
memory of it only exifts. A prodigious 
gap is made in that part of the wall 
where it was inferted for modern con- 
venience, and to fhew to the people (as 
is here given out) how well the city 
would appear if the whole wonderful 
range of wall (yet cacircling it round) 
were done away. 

Thus are the Antiquities of the 
kingdom wantonly deftroyed, which 
ftand at the mercy of interefted and {l- 
literate mechanicks, Our cathedrals 
and. parochial churches may indeed 
(from their being needful for per- 
forming divine fervice in) ftand a 
better chance of not being entirely de- 
molifhed; though the iron hand of 
Architeftural Innovation is lifted 
againft them, and only waits the nod 
of fome patron of fuch’ Purfuits, to 
continue their transformation and 
their dilapidations, 

WIncHESTER [1789]. 

The cathedral, though it remains at 
this day (with little alteration) as it 
was left atter the reign of Henry VIL; 
yet the negleé& and contempe thewn 
for its facred walls is moft glaringly 
manifeft. In furveying this cathedral,

I was ftrock with the idea that it ap- 
peared in the fame ftate as a buildin 
foon expeéted to be taken down to’ 
make-way for a new ereétion, or, at 
leaft, to be entirely ‘new modeled and 
modernized. Therefore, repairs of 
any kind to the prefent humiliated 
and fuffering church would be altos 
gether ufelefs. : 

At the Welt front I remarked, that 
the parapet of the gallery over the 
three grand porches was in a moft ru-_ 
inated ftate, many parts of it having 
falien into the gallery. I might men- 
tion the dangerous ftate of the whole 
front; but fhall now decline the pare 
ticular defcription till a future oppore 
tunity, when I may be enabled to give 
a more minute account of its damaged ~ 
parts, and what abfolute repairs are 
wanting. 

On the North front of the nave, [ 
every where faw broken pinnacles, are 
chitraves, and niullions of. the wine 
dows; innumerable quarries of the 
glafs were wanting; all together pre~ 
fenting a fcene of general devaftation, 
The appearance of ‘the Weft front of 
the North tranfept is realiy difgrace- 
ful: here is an entrance into the tran 
fept *, which is converted into a ree 
ceptacle for all kind of rubbifh; a 
modern convenience ofually to be met 
with in fome part-or other of our reli- 
gious ftructures, 

It is impoffible to command the ia- 
dignation raifed by viewing the groins 
over the exquifite monumental chapel 
of Cardinal Beaufort; which are left 
in fuch a miferable ftate, that the rain 
often deluges this wonderful obje&. 
Nay, fo little is it refpeéted, that proe 
digious quantities of its broken minute 
parts are thrown iby as fo much rub. 
bith! ‘Are the revenues for the repai¢ 
of this cathedral, like thofe of Glou- 
cefter cathedral, wanting? I cannot 
purfue my obfervations on this ftruc- 
ture any farther. The recollection of 
the general debafed appearance of the 
whole pile fills my mind with uoplea- 


‘fant reflexions, which if communi- 


cated, fome readeis might conclude 
that I was a&tuated in my differtations 
by motives not confiftent with a 
* Chrifiian Antiquary” and an Artitt.

berty and Equality. Mr. Milner in- 
forms us, that this Differtation was 
originally intended to be read to the 
Society of Antiquaries at the com- 
mencement of their meetings in the 
id 1797.5 but the friends of Mr. 
yatt, fearful for that gentleman’s 
fame as.an architeét, and fearful that 
this defeription of the deftruction com- 
mitted by him in Salifbury ca:hedral, 
if read before that learned Society, 
would a fecond time incapacitate him 
from having the honour to enjoy a feat 
_among them, prevented the faid Dif- 
fertation from being laid before them 
at all; and which, having been in the 
fecretary’s cuftody till the middle of 
the fammer of 1798, was then, by an 
order of the Council, returned to Mr. 
“Milner; who, being unwilling that 
theSociETyY at LARGE fhould remain 
unacquainted with she true purport of 
the Differtation, has now offered it to 
them and the publick. I cannot re- 
frain giving 
~ Sines in his interefling eflay—an awful 
warning at this day to the Society of 
Aatiquaries ! 

“ In conclufion, 1 confider the prefent 
asa critical period for the {cience of .Apti- 
quity, and even for the credit of its.ftu- 
dents and admirers, If they ‘manifeft a 

- difapprobation of the new mode of alter- 
ing antient ‘cathedrals, which is pregnant 
with fo many real difadvantages, and pro- 
ductive of no one good effe& whatfoever ; 
there: is reafon to expect that, by influ- 

- encing the public opinion, a check may 

- be given to thofe devaftations which, year 
after year, are-gaining ground.

reafon to fi that che new fyftem will 
extend itfelf to the remaining cathedrals, 
and that there will hot be a°genuind ada.

‘more fevere to the caufe of Seience; as, by 
this tinie, moft religious ftrudtares of the 
fame defctiption are in imminent danger 
of experiencing that fate. The cathedrals 
of this country; by the care of a fuperin- 
tending Providence, have been proteéted, 
and, we hope, will continue to be pro- 
teGled, with every thing elfe that,is valu- 
able in life, from external violence. {t is 
for the Students of Antiquity, by that in- 
fluence which their learning and’ talents 
have gained for them over the public opi- 
nion, to preferve them from the no lefs 
fatal ravages of modern innovation, We 
are not likely to want elegant theatres, 
pantheons, affembly-rooms, and palaces ; 
but our venerable cathedrals, which pro- 
duce an effe& upon the mind which all the 
abovementioned will attempt to caufe in 
vain, if once deftroyed, defaced, or chan- 
ged, are loft tothe world for ever. Should, 
however, the Learned, and even the An- 
tiquaries' of the prefent day, fhew an un- 
concern for the fate of the richeft and 
moft valuable fubjeéts of their fudies, ‘I 
make no doubt but thofe individuals, whe 
are really animated with the fentiments of 
which all fuch perfons make profeffion, 
will take care, like the Dugdales and the 
Camdens of former times, to exculpate 
themfelves to pofterity. Indeed, , fome 
fuch meafure will be neceffary on their 
part, to the end that, when our fucceffors 
‘in thofe laudable ftudies which tend to 
improve the mind, and to incite men to 
virtuous and noble aétions,’ fhall hereaftér 
feek in vain for the monuments of the il- 
luttrioys dead, and for the different-qpodels 
of Gothic architeéture, which, they’ will 
know, efcaped the blind zeal of the 16th 
and 17th cepturies, they may not involve 
us in thé curfe they will pronounce’on the 
more deftrutive caprice and falfe tafte of 
the 18th age, in depriving them of thofe 
fources of improvement and pleafure- which 
they will confider as their juft rigtit.’? |; .

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407). Petitions again excife were 
ftill promoted, and warm tes car- 
ried on upon the removal of the Duke 
of Bolton and Lord Cobham from their 
military commands, on the Place bill, 
and the repeal of - Septennial bill. 
The famous ipeet of Sir William 
Wyndham on the latter is inferted at 
length, together. with Walpole’s an- 
fwer, which has. been invidioufly fup- 
prefled by party-writers, calling them- 
feives hiltorians, who haye carefully 
preferved the other, which, by, its dif- 
refpeétful allufions to the King, drew 
on him a reproof, the juftice of which 
neither himfelf nor his friends "have 
endeavoured to difprove,; The effe& 
of the Minifter’s fpeech in developing 
the intrigues of Bolingbroke was, that 
the latter, at the meeting of the new 
Parliament, retired to France, where 
he died (p. 408—428). . 

‘If any man ever. deferved the ap- . 
pellation of Minifter of Peace, it was 
Sir Robert Walpole. The foreign 
tranfaGlions of this eventful period, 
1733-4, will fufficiencly verify that af- 
ertion. Yet it cagnot be denied thar 
peace itfelf may be dearly purchaled 
by the dereliétion of national honour, 
by the breach of treaties, by permit- 
ting the lofs of dominions to thofe 
whom it is our intereft to fupport, and 
the aggrandigement of thofe whom. ic 
is our intereft to deprefs, And it muft 
be confefled that, if any cenfure baal be 
jufily thrown on the pacific fyftem ad- 
opted by Walpole, it muft be thrown 
on the inactivity of England, at. this 
critical jundure, on her refulal to alfitt 
the Emperor againft the pnited arms 
of France, Spain, and Sardinia; in 
fuffering the Spanith branch of the 
Houfe of Bourbon to wreft from the 
Houfe of Auftria Naples and Sicily ; 
and, what was ftill more hoftile to the 
interef's of Great Britain, in permit- 
ting the acceffion of Loraine and Bax 
to France, For, if it be allowed that 
aoy merit is due for preferving this 
country and pores from a general 
war, that merit is due to Walpole; fo 
on the other hand, it cannot be deoi 
that, if any blame can be imputed to 
the Cabinet, for tamenefs and pufilla- 
nimity, that blame muft alfo attach 
folely to him, as he alone flood forth 
in eppeniies to the King and part of 
the Cabinet, and, by refufing to affitt 
the Emperor, maintained his country 
in peace” (p. 428). While he ‘ae? 
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the interpofition of England, to render 
it .mord effectual, and give weight to 
the propolal of. good offices, he- had 
recourfe-to his afual method of preven- 
sive meafures, and adopted the refolu- 
tion of putting the country in a re- 
f{pe€table pofture of defence, tempering 
caption with, fpisit, and deliberation 
with energy. While the Ales puthed 
their ‘fucec(sful, operations againft the 
Emperor, the Emperor, indignant at 
the defertion of England, endeavoured 
to remove the Minifter, who counter- 
aéted all bis intrigues and maintained 
liis own. influence by a firm and pru- 
dent coudu&. Cardinal Fleury carried 
on an unfuccefsful negotiation for 
peace; hoflilities were renewed; and, 
while the Bricith Cabinet flu@uated 
with continucd verlatilty, the King 
* gave unequivocal figns of his difp'ea- 
fare with the :‘Mivifter for refuting to 
enter into the war; nor was he lefs 
fevércly cenfused by the publick. He 
failed in bringing-in his friends at the 
general cleGion. Hotiliti:s-broke out 
between Spain and Portugal; and an 
Englith flect was fent to Lefbon, which 
reftored the popularity of the Minifter, 
and produced peace between the two 
powers, Still the Emperor complained 
of being deferted ; the Britith Cabinet 
was’ employed in trying to divide the 
Allies, by overtures to France; and, 
notwitbftanding the difference of opi- 
pibn in the Cabinet, between the 
Kinp’s party for war, and the Minif- 
ter’s for peace, af which, but for the 
confummate addrefs of the latter, 
France would have taken advantage, a 
lan of pacification was laid before the 
mpetor; @ fufpenfion of arms took 
place on the Rhine; Engiaad fomented 
the jealopfy between France and Spain; 
and “ preliminaries were at la(t fyned 
for a general pacification, which was 
concluded on fuch. favourable terms, 
that even Lord Bohingbroke, the im- 
placable enemy of Sir Robert Wal- 
le, obferved, that, “if the Englith 
linifters'Jrad any hand in it, they 
were wifer than he thoughe them; 
and; if not, they. were much luckier 
than they deferved to be” (p. 428—~ 
474). piiO 

Period VI, is from the diffolation of 
Parliament to the death of Queen Ca- 
roline, 1734—1737- 

In the parliamentary proceedings of 
this feflion, 1736, was the negative put 
on the, repeal of the Tett aét, by 251 
‘agin 123. A bill for the relicf of 
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Quakers refpeGling tithes paffed the 
Commons, but was thrown out bythe 


Lords, to the great. diffatisfaétion” of. 


the Minifler. with Bithop Gibfon). “fo 


that he withdrew from him his confi. 


dence. and countenance, ** The inve- 


teracy difplayed againft this’ éminent , 


Piclate refleAs no credit on ‘thé ‘me- 
mory of Sir Robert Walpole. His 


ctleem for the Bifhop of London had. 
been fo great, that, when he wai’ res’ 


proachéd with giving him the’ authios 
rity of a pope, he replied, * And a very 
good pope he is.’ Even after their dif. 
agreement he never failed to pay an 
culogium to the learning and integrity 
of his former friend” (p. 479). When 
the Parliament rofe, Sir Robert and 
his brother gave a memorable proof of 


their prudence and moderation, by the’ 


latter refufing to accept the office of 
fecretary of itare, though the King 
obliged him to accompany him as fuch 
to Hanover, to whom all confidential 
letters were addrefled, and oftenfible 
ones only to the King. A part of this 
correfpondence is preferved ; and Sir 
Robert’s letters relative to foreign af- 
fairs prove, as ufual, his extreme cau- 
tion in avoiding, as much as poffible, 
any continental embartaifments, which 
were not immediately neceffary to the 
prefervation of external peace and in+ 
ternal tranquillity. Such were the af- 


fair of Juliers and Berg, aod the pro- . 


je& for the Northern league, and the 
war between. Ruffia and the’ Porte, 
wherein Walpole declined mediating. 
He promoted the definitive treaty, 
which the Emperor delayed ‘by every 
method. Walpole endeavoured to 
bribe Chauvelin, fecretary of ftate and 
keeper of the feals in France, who ufed 
the alcendancy he hatl gained over 
Fleury to countetaft the defigns, of 
England, which ended in Chauvelin’s 
difgrace. The fyfienmatic riots’ at 
Edinburgh, which ended in the murs 
der of Capt. Porteous, were punithed 
by a very *4 ftinglely’? a&t. of sparlid- 
vent, which fell only :on the provott 


and corporation, of > Edinburgh; ‘and , 


another, for mase cffeAually bridging 
to juftice the perfons concerned in the 
murder, failed of effcét, Sir J. Bare 
hard’s {cheme for reducing the national 
debt was oppoled by the Minifter; 
and, though at firth carried, was, av. well 
as ce iv bill for the abolition: of 
taxes, finally rejeéted. The Play houte 
bill, for licenfing plays by the Lord 
Chamberlain, has cxpoledahe Muinite

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ter tonolefs obloqur,y Sir Juhu Bar- 
nacd’s bill for reftraining ‘the number 
of houles for playing interludes, and 
forthe better regulation of common 
players.of interludes, was rejetted, and 
the other brought in, which, though it 
is faid to have been warmly oppoted in 
both Houles, Lord Chetlterfield’s {peech 
is the. only trace thereof ; not a fingle 
petition was prefented againit it, nor a 
fingle divifion appears in the }durnals 
of either Houle; ftriking prvofs of the 
general opinion in favour of ins necet- 
dity (p. 475—515). 

Fhe year 1737 was marked by two 
domefiic events, which proved highly 
prejudicial co the influence of Sir Ro- 
bsrt Walpole, and greatly contributed 
to haften the chofe of his admiaittra- 
tion, — the public oppofition of the 
Prince of Wales, and the death of 
Queea Caroline, The Prince had been 
kept abroad till it became matter of 
public complaint; and, being difap- 
puinted in a negotiation for a marriage 
with the Princets Royal of Prulfia, “tor 
fome time after his return to Enyland, 
the novelty of his ficuation, his little 
atquaintance with the langage, his 
total ignorance of the conttitution and 
manners of the country, and the dread 
which:he-feems to have entertained of 
his father’s indignation, kept him in 
due: fubmition, and prevented him 
from oncaly teftifying. bis dillatisfac- 
tion.) But, ashe increafed in years, 
and became confcious of his dignified 
flation, the eftrangement of his tacher, 
and the reftraint in which he was kept, 
natutally difgraced sa young prince of 
high fpiric and: increafmg: popularity ; 
andthe refentment: which he had ‘con- 
ccived jagainft ‘his parents excited an 
an‘ipathy) tothe Minifter, ia whom 
they.» plactd amplicit» confidence. As 
he hada tatte. for the arts, and a fogd- 
nels:forsterary puctuits, he fought the 
fociety.of pertuns mott confpicuous for 
theirstalenis'and knowledge. He was 
thrown, into the company of Carteret, 
Cheflerfield, Pulteney, Cobham, and 
Sis (Wiliam) Wyndham, who were 
confidered asthe leaving charadlers for 
wit;! talents, and. webaniwy. His hovfe 
Ueing th>rendezvous ef young) men of 
theslugti¢h expectaions, Pitt, Lywel- 
tény/ and the Grenvilles; whom he af- 
terwards took into his houfehold, and 
wateiliss aflociates, the wfual topick of 
donvtrfation in deledt focieties was abu- 
finy dfitive. Minister, and condemnation 
@wis meafures, urged with all the 
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keeanefs of wit and’ powerg ‘Of 'elos 
quence. The. Prince found the mea 
whofe reputation was moft eminent in 
literature, particularly Swift, Pope, and 
Thomfon, ‘adverfe to. Walpo'e, who 
was che obje&t. of their'privare and 
public fatirg.» Bue the perton 'who 
principally contributed to increafe his 
averfion’ to the Minifier was Boling- 
broke.” ‘The Prince demanded an au- 
dience, which the King would not 
grant till he had fent for Sir Robere 
Walpole, who perfuaded the King to 


‘hear his requelts+ 1. to ferve a cam- 


piign in the Imperial army on the 
Rhine; 2.to augment his reventie, and 
pay his debts; 3. to fettle him® by a 
fuitable marriage. The King feemed 
inclined to grant cnly the fecond, He 
married the Princefs of Saxe Gotha; 
but, not obtaining an inerealed income 
proportionate to his increafed expen 
ces, he joined Oppofition ; and, when 
he was, at the inftigation of Boling- 
broke, on the point of bringin» it be~ 
fore Parliament, was haflily refol- 
ved in the Cabinet to grant bim-an 
increafe. The morion for fettling 
100,000 |, a+year on him was negativea 
bya majority of cnly 30, which * would 
have been veduced to a minority had 
Sir Will, Wyndham been able to fulfil 
the promife of fupport which he made 
tothe Prince in the name of ‘his party. 
But 45 Tories confidered the intetference 
of Parliament as hoftileto the principles 
of the Brittth Contitution, highly demos 
cratic, and fuch a dangerous innova- 
tion, that they quitted the Houle in a 
body before the divifion; an a& highly 
hosourab’e to thofe who refuled to fa~ 
crifice their principlesito their parry.” 
Ic was allo negatived in the Houfe of 
Lords. **The indilcretion of the Prince, 
in bringing fo unconflitutional a quel- 
tion betore Parliament, contrary to the 
judgement of his real friends, the vio-~ 
lence of his counfellors, and particue 
larly the petulant and indecarous infi- 
nuations thrown out againtt the Queen 
in'thé.courfe'of the debate, highly of- 
fended the King, and: rendered the 
breach between father and fon :irrepa- 
rable, Coldnefs, referve, and diflance, 
increaled, The Prince confidered tim- 
felf # flate-prifoner in the palace of his 
father, pined for a releafey and feized 
the frft plans, perhaps, for emancipa- 
ting himfelf from the controul of his 
parents. The Royal Family being at 
Hampton Court, the Princes of W ales 
was (cized with the pangs of childbirth ; 

and 
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and the Prinéé, without the feaft inti- 
mation fo the’ King and Queen, hur- 
fied her away ‘to St: James’s, where the 
was that night delrvered of a princefs be- 
fore the Qveeiv or'any of the officers of 
fate, Who, firice the Revolution, were 
accuftomied’ to be prefent, could ar 
five.” The King fent an angry mefs 
fage, rejeéted all fubmiffions, aypointed 
proxies to affift at the baptifm of the 
child, and adopted the violent refolu~ 
tion of making a cotal feparation be- 
tween his family and chat of the Prinee, 
by difmiffing him from his refidence in 
the palace of St. James. In taking 
this refoldtion, he was, if not confirm. 
ed; at leaft tot oppofed, by the Minif- 
ter, ‘with’ whom Chancellor Hardwicke 
thowghe it his duty to confer, in order 
to prevent, if poflible, fuch extremi- 
ties.’ “+ Alt it cannot be denied 
that the condett of the Prince had gi- 
ven great and deferved offence to the 
‘King and Queen, und that, in particu 
Far, his behaviour to the Queen had 
been’ highly difrefpeétful, yet it can- 
not, ‘at the fame time, be fufficiently 
Yethented that the Minifter involved in 
‘the interefts of party the feuds of the 
Royal’ Family. He confidered the 
Feugegle ae’‘much between himlelf and 
Oppofition as hetween the King and 
Pritice; and, knowing the Prince’s 
“#verfion to his miniftry, viewed a cor- 
‘dial reconciliation as tending to his re- 
wnovalh.’” The King, ac latt, fent the 
-Prince a harth meflage, which the Ca- 
Winer could’nor prevail with the Mi- 
“fitter to foften, commanding him to 
quin' Sri James’s palace; and all. the 
‘éotrefpondence which paffed, on this 
Wnfortunate’ occafion, between » the 
King, Queen, and Prince, was publith- 
ed by the authority of the Court, and 
‘ difiributed:to each of the foreign mi- 
nifters in'England, and to the Britith 
enibaffadors abroad. The Prince was 
writated by this meffage. In re- 
viewing the condu& of Walpole in 
this delicate tranfaétion, he cannot be 
wholly exempt from blame; nor is it 
eafy to alercain in what degree he was 
¢ulpable, ‘He had, on former occa- 
tions, earneftly laboured to reconcile 
the father and fon, and had infufed in- 
to the Kinga fpirit of moderation and 
forbearance, This cafe was attended 
‘with peculiar difficulties, which can 
never be fully appreciated. Lord 
- Chancellor Hardwicke himfelf favs, 
. $i Rebert Walpole informed. me of 
¢cttain paflages, between the Kiog and 
oat 3 
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himfelf, and between the Queen and 
Prince, of too high and fecret a naturé 
even to be trufted to this narrative; 
but from thence I found great reafon 
to think that this unhappy difference 
between the King and Queen and his 
Royal Highnefe turned upon ‘fome 
pointe of a more’ jnterefting and im. 

rtant nature than have hitherto ap- 
peared.” Lord Hardwicke’s charadter 


— in an amiable light. i 
‘Period VII. is from the death: of 
Queen Caroline to the refignation of 
Sir Roberty 1737-1742 (p. 519-4 
546). 

The death of Queen Caroline was an 
event highly difaftrous to the Country, 
the King, and Sir Robert Walpole; 
It was occafioned by a rupture, cons 
cealed, from delicacy, till too late, and, 
confequently, improperly treated. She 
met death with Chriflian fortitude and 
refignation, and with that natural fere. 
nity and caimnefs of mind for whieh 
fhe was fo thankful. Mr. C. adds to 
her charaéter her maternal attention to 
herchildren, her. liberality, and her 
patronage of learned men; and vindi- 
cates her from the charge of an unfor- 
giving temper. Words cannot exprefs 
the fenfibility and affe€tion of the King 
during her illnefs, and his grief for her 
lofs. ‘*On her death-bed dre tefiified 
her approbation of Sir Robert Walpole, 
and the high opinion the entectained of 
his capacity and reGivude. Turning 
to the Miniftes; who, with che King, 
was flanding by her bed-fide, the (aid 
to him, * hope: you will never defert 
the King, but continue to ferve bim 
with your ufual fidelity,’ and, poimt- 
ing to the King, the aid, ‘1 reeom- 
mend his Majeftyto you.’ The King 
faid nothing, and the Minifier was ja- 
larmed left this mode of making him 
of more confequence than’ the King 
might awaken jealoufy, and. be the 
caue of his dilgrace ; but thefexap- 
prchenfions were unfounded.”’. He was 
no left deeply affeéted than the King, 
and always entertained a high retpeet 
for the memory of his royal patronels 
(P- $47-~555)- ares tsu0€ 

** Hitherto the Minifter had :main- 
tained the grand fy fiem of policywhieh 
he had laid down as neceffary for the 
fupport of the Proteftant fucceffion, 
and thé maintenance of internal tran- 
duillity' and it may confidently be af- 

rmed, that, to his frmnefs and addrefs 
Great Britain was folely indcbted for a 
longer period of peace than had ‘been 
ever 
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ever experienced fince the Revolution. 
The advantages which refulted from. 
this fyfiem were incalculable. But the 
Nation was fated with fo great a blef- 
fings and the time was now arrived, 
when. the violence of party, the cla- 
mouts of merchants; the dreams of he- 
roic grandeur, and the horror of na- 
tional degradations, overcame the re- 
pugaance of the Minifter, and plunged 
England into war.” . Alter Spain tell 
under the government of a Sovereign 
conne&ted with France by blood and 
licy, and deprived of the Nether- 
ands, fhe no Jonger confidered Eng- 
land. as her natural ally, and was not 
intesefied to obtain her friesdhhip by 
commercial facrifices; her puarda- 
coftas ex:rted themfelves to prevent 
our. illicit trade in the Weft Indies; 
contefted claims inereafed the mifun- 
derflanding, and the merchants com- 
plaints produced a {pirited memorial. 
At the: meeting of Parliament, Oppo- 
fitiop influenced the complainants to 
force the Minifter intoa war, In the 
d-bares on the redudtion of the army, 
the Minifter was for a ftanding army, 
and the motion of reduétion was nega- 
tived by 249 againit 164; as was, 
without a diffenting vote, a motion tor 
prohibiting the printing of the deba'es. 
Certain frong refolutions, as amenaed 
by Walpole, refpeéting the grievances 
‘alledged againft the Spaniards, were 
paticd in the Houfe of Commons, and 
formed into an addrefs to the King, 
who fanélioned them by a no lefs 
ftrong reply. A bill for fecuring 
trade, brought in by Pulteney, was 
oppofed by Walpole, and thrown our. 
Never was there a negotiation which 
commenced with more unfavourable 
appearances, and was attended with 
rgreaer. difficulties, than this «with 
bpain. Thefe difficulnes arofe, prin- 
cipally, from the punétilicus and in- 
ficx ble fpirit of the Spanith Court, the 
shigh! expectations of the Englith Na- 
tionj the difeordant refolutions of the 
(Lords and Commons, and the difputes 
between the Crown of Spain and the 
South Sca Company.” ‘The Munifter 
exerted:all his influence, at home and 
abroad, to-fettle the differénces in a fa- 
stisfadlory manner, or refer the fertle- 
mentto the dreifion of plenipotentia- 
ries, and fo prevent the commence- 
ment of hoftilicies. This pacific {pirit 
fortunately prevailed in the counfels of 
Kogland ; and due confideration was 
paid tothe honour, jealouly, aud even 
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to the prejudices, of Spain. 7 Keene 
feegnded the pacific effort. of sa 
with great addrefs and ability, and & 
nally overcame, the dilatorinefs, punc- 
tilios, and repugnance, of. the Spanith 
Court. A convention was fettled, ra- 
tified, and referred to a commituce of 
Parliaments received with geseral dif- 
fatisfaétion; appreved in the Lords; 
debated in the Commons ; warmly op- 
poled by Pite and Lyttelton; and an 
addrefs carried by a majority of only 
2%, 260 againit 232. Oppofition de- 
termined to fecede. Sir Robert an- 
{wered Wyndham’s calling the maja-~ 
rity a fa@ion by a {peech, on this oc- 
cation, in the following terms: “ Sir, 
The meafures which the. gentleman 
who fpoke laft and his friends may 
purfue, give me no uneafinels. The 
friends of the nation, and the Houfe, 
are obliged to them for pulling off the 
mafk, by making this public declara- 
tion. We can be on pur guard againft 
open rebellion, but it is difficult to 
uard againtt fecret traitors. The fac- 
tion I {peak of never fat in shis Houle, 
they never joined in any public mea- 
{ures of the Government, ‘but with 2 
view to diftrefs it, and to lerve a Popith 
iatercht. The gentleman who is now 
the mouth of ch’s fation was looked 
upon as the head of thofe traitors who, 
25 years ago, confpired the defiruce 
tion of their country, and of the ruyal 
family, to fet a Popith pretender upon 
the throne. He was feized by the vi- 
gilance of Government, and pardoned 
by its clemency; but all the. ule he 
ungratefully made of that clemency 
was, to qualify himfelf according to 
law, thac he and his party may, e 
time or other, have a0 opportunity to 
overthrow all /aw. I am only atsajd 
that they will not be fo good as their 
word, and that they will return; for, £ 
remember that, in the cafe of their fa- 
vourite prelate *, who was fufpeéted of 
treafon, the fame gentleman and his 
faftion made the fame deteflable refo- 
Jution. They then went off, like trai- 
tors as they were; but their retreat 
had not the detettable effeét they ex- 
pe&ted and withed, and thercfore they 
returned. Ever fince, Sir, they have 
perfevered in the fame treafonable in- 
tention of ferving that interett, by dif- 
treffing the Government. But I hore 
their behaviour will unite all true 


‘friends of the prefent happy ellabhith- 
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friést of’ tlie erown in his Majefly’s 
petfor ‘and’ family more firmly than 
ever; aiid that the gentlemen who, 
With good intentions, have been delu- 
“ded into the like meafures, will awaken 
from their delufion, fince the truimpet of 
rebellion is now audacioufly founded*.” 
“ The confequence of this meafure 
was, to the Seceders, difappointment 
and fpeedy repentance ; to the Minif- 
‘ter, fatisfalion and triumph. In faa, 
they had fcarcely declared their refoly- 
tion before they faw and appreciated the 
‘Smpropricty and ill policy of che meafure. 
even flattered themfelves with 
the hopes of’ being called back to their 
‘pofts. Several of the Minority, among 
whom were Sir Joln Barnard and Lord 
Cornbury, refuled to defert their par- 
Viamentary Ration; and the applaufe 
‘which tlicy received from their coniti- 
twents, as well as from all moderate 
perfons, was tacit reflection on the 
condo of the others. In fadt, the See 
ceders feemed not unwilling to retrieve 
‘their érror as fooh as they bad commit- 
ted it, by availing themfelves of the 
call of the Houle, which flood for the 
‘enfuing Monday, and to have come 
down in u body for the purpofe of en- 
forcing fome violent motion; but the 
Minifier, fufpeQing the defign, pre- 
veited the execution of it by obtainin 
an a’jouroment of the Houfe til 
‘Tueiday, They now experienced the 
ill policy of their conduét. The na- 
tion was not iiflamed by their abfence, 
Tr teqitired no great depth to compre- 
hhend thle fimple queftions. If it be 
admitted that the Confliurion was in 
‘datiyer, Why did they quit their fla- 
tion? It the majority of the Com- 
mons was a fa‘tion, influenced or cor- 
v@pied by the Minifter, why did they 
make that faétion flronger by retiring 
fiom the Boule, and leaving the Mi- 
nificr in poffeffion of means to extend 
his Corraption with greater facility? Ie 
was ‘a great caufe of fatisfaétion and 
triumph to the Minilter, who declared 
that no event, during his » hole admi- 
nifiration, had ever relieved ‘him from 
mre embarrafiments, of fupplicd him 
with greatet means of fecuring the real 
inttretis of this country. While baited 
by Oppofiticn, he gould not introduce 
a fingle bill, of the moft. beneficial 
‘tendency, which would not meet with 
refifiance, or expofe him to obloquys 
But, 4 the principal leaders of the

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Miority had retired from Parliament, 
he had an opportunity to propofe {¢ve~ 
ral which tended to promote the com- 
merce and manufaures of the coun- 


try.” The repeal of the Tet A& was 


again brought forward and (upporied 
by the Tories, to perplex Government ; 
which the Whigs faw, and therefore it 
Was negatived by a greater majority 
than befoie. 

At this period the Houfe of Lords 
was no lefs the theatre of contention 
than the Houfe of Commons, and the 
number of {peakers on the fide of Op- 
pritice great and formidable. Carteret, 

sheNcrfeld, Bathurfl, Wetimorland, 
Bedford, Sandwich, Halifax, Talbor, 
and Gower, againft Newcaltie, Hard- 
wicke, Hervey, Cholmondeley, lay, 
and Devonfhiie. John Duke of Argyle 
had lately joinrd the former, who op- 
poten Marlborough, under whom he 
erved. His mouves for joining Op- 
pofttion are not yet afcertained; but 
his defeGlion was a fevere blow to the 
Minifter, He gave frefh f{pirits and 
cnergy to the Oppofition in the Houfe 
of Lords, and brought over. many of 
the Commons, among whom was Do- 
angie Spain was now provoked to 
declare war, which was received by, all 
ranks and diftinGlions of men with a 
degree of enthufiafm and joy, which 
announced the general frenzy of the 
nation, The public conduét of the 
Minifter is liab'e to much animadyes- 
fion; and Burke’s obleivations on, his 
temporizing nianagement are perlecily 
juft: but that fagacious writer did nat 
fufficiently confider, and. perhaps did 
not know, the delicate fituation of the 
Minifter, and the emberrafiments uno- 
der which he laboured at that particu- 
Jar junélure. The nation could, not 
hear the truth; the minds. of all men 
were fo inflamed with tales of cruchiess 
that any attempts to contradiG them 
were wholly inefcétual; the Mipsher 
himfelf could not venture to queftion 
or deny them, ° esusite 

The Kiny’s martial (pirit and, nagusal 
Magnanimity were eager, for. wats 
Walpole bad lofi his. principal, protect» 
ticfs in the Queen; the Duke of New- 
cattle warmly juppoxted che merchants 
petitions, 1737, which the Chancellos, 
and Lords Harriagton and Wining: 
ton, fupported, , The Gouation of, thie 
Minifter was rendered, ftill more irk 
fome by the oceafiogal ill-humourof- 
the Ring, who, thwarted and gountess- 


‘alled hus views at the yery moment 


thas 
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- that he mof wanted his affiftance. 


More than once he refufed his refigna- 
tion, “But his compliance with the 
King’s commands is by no_ means 
{ufitient for his juftification. Had he 
come forwaid on tis occafion, and de- 
elared that he oppofed the war as un- 
jut, and conwary to the ingeretts of his 
country, but, finding that the voice of 
the. people was clamorous for hoftili- 
ties, he had therefore quitted a ftation 
which he could not preferve with dig- 
nity, as he was unwilling to condu& 
the helm of Goveromens when he 
could not guide it at his own difcre- 
tion, and to be refponfible for mea- 
fures which he did aot approve—Had 
he a€ted this noble and dignified part, 
he would have rifen in the opinion of 
his own age, and have received the 
applaufe of poftcyicy. The confequence 
of his continuing io office was, repeated 
mortifications from thofe with whom 
he a@ed, and infults from. thofe who 
oppofed him ; and that, ip lefs than 
two years from this period, he was re- 
duced to a compuifory refigaation, 
The truth is, he had neither refolution 
for inclination to perlevere in a fa- 
crifice which cireumftances feemed to 
require, and to quit a ftation which 
Jong polfeffion had endeared to him, 
Buc Minificrs are but men: human 
nature docs not reach to_perfedtion. 
And who ever quitted powes without a 
figh, or looked back to ic without re- 
gret?” (610-—62¢.) 

When the Parliament met, the fece- 
ders returned, “* The conduét of the 
Minifter during this whole f{eilion pro- 
ved the ‘extreme embafraffments under 
which he laboured, the little depend- 
ance he could generally place on thofe 
wh fupporred him, and the effeét 
which the public voice had on the de- 
cifions of the Conimons,” “Spon after 
the’ prorogation of Parliament, and the

high a degree, chat at one time the

fermed incompatible; anditappears that 
Walpole, norwithttunding the approach 
@f-a new Parliament, bad refolved to 
obvain liis difimiiTal even in the King’s 
abfente,” Neweattle was for fending 
all clié torce h- could to America; and 
Walpole opp fed it with peevithnefs, 
‘But a Mil more petulant attercacion 
took: place foon ater the King’s 
rétutis’ to whom Walpole com- 


_ plained, that the divifions in the Cas 
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told the Duke of Newea@le, ‘the war . 
was his, he had had the coaduing.o€ 
it, and he withed him, joy of it,” Io 
the midft of the exertions of Ragland 
againit France, died the King ot Prufs 
fia. His fon, a prince of alpicing am- 
bition, and pollcff-d of talents equally . 
calculated for negatiaiion or action, 
became the fonl of a grand confederacy , 
formed againit the Houfe of Bourbon, 
by Horace Walpole, luypported by the 
Duke of Neweafile, and fubiniteed to 
the King, While this mealure was ia 
agitation, with a fair profpeét of {nce 
cefs, the death of the Emperor Charles 
VI. and the Czarina totally clianged 
the fyfiem of European politicks, and 
deranged the meafures of the Britith 
Cabinet. The Bletor of Bavaria rea 
fuled to guaranty the fucceffion of the 
female line in the Emperor’s daughter, 
The King of Pruffia overran SileGas 
and other claimants to parts of, che 
Aufisian fuccedfion flarted up, 

“* The great aim of Oppofition, in the. 
memorable feffion of parliament which 
followed thefe events, was to increafle 
the unpopularity of the Minifler, by 
prefling his mifconduét in the profecu- 
tion of the war ;, by imputing. all the, 
mifcarriages and ill {yecels to him, to 
harrals him with repeated motions and 
queitions relative to the production of, 
papers and letters, and to the prolecu- 
tion of the war, which might tend ei- 
ther to criminate him if granted, ar,, 
if denied, to throw an odtum oa his 
myferioufnefs and cautious referves 
In the Houfe of Lords io particulary 
the great {cene of political altercacipn,. 
where the Duke of Aryyle made a 
moft con{picuous figure on the fide of 
Oppofition, various leticrs and copics 
of inftruétions were moved for, and 
refused only by {mall majorities; o- 
thers were carried, which ought to, 
have been denied, owing to th: teebie 
refiftance of fome members ot the Ca- 
binet.”* (642-34) ‘Ac this period 
the Oppolition were dilunited among, 
themfelves, and could not be broughe 
to form a confifletis party, moving re« 
gularly towards vac great objet; but, 
thioking themfelves fecure of (ycceis, 
beyan alféady to quarrel about the 
{poils. The Tories, jealous of the 
Whigs, complained that, though far 
inferior in number, they affumed a 
coafequence and superiority to whigh: 
they were pot enti, cd. They fulpetied 
that feveral of them had already begun 

’ to 
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t6 tamper with the party inthe Cabinet 
whith was known to be adverfe to the 
Minifter. ‘The death of Sr William 
Wyndham: diffolved the ties which 
kepe the Tories in union with the 
Whigs, and enfeebled both parties by 
a want of mutual confidence. From 
thefe cavfes she debates in the Houle 
of Commons were not conduded with 
the ufual emergy. But, as the Peers 
in Oppoftion were more clofely uni- 
ged, and lefs difiracted with jealoufies, 
sheir efforts were more vigorous and 
concentsated , and their miotions led to 
the perforal attack on the Mipifter 
which: diftinguified this memorable 
feffion. To prepare the public mind, 
they entered into jong and frequent 
protefts ; which, during the interrup- 
tion, given to the publication of de- 
bates, conveyed their fentiments unan- 
fwered to the world. Their motions 
and: publications formed a prelude to 
the grand attack, Feb. 11, Sandvs, 
who is juftly called by Smollete ‘the 
motion-maker,’ left his feat, and, croff- 
ing the floor to the Minifter , fail, ‘that 
be thought it ‘an at of common atten- 
tion to inform him, that he fhould, on 
Friday ext, biing an accufation of fe- 
veral articles againft him.’ Watpole 
thanked him for the information. Soon 
after, Sandys ftood in his place, and 
acquaintedth, Houfe ‘ cathe intended, 
on the enfaing Friday, to open a mat~ 
rér of great importance, which per- 
fonally concerned the Chancetlor of the 
HBachequer, and therefore hoped that 
hé would on shat day be prefent.? The 
Minifter immediately rofe, and received 
the intimation with great compofure and 
dignity, thanking him for his notice ; 
and, after requefting a candid and im-~ 
partial hearing, declared that he would 
not failto attend the Houle, as hz was 
not conieious of any crime to deferve 
accufation, He laid his hand on his 
breaft, and faid with fome emotion, 
Nil confcire /ibi, nulli pallefcere culpa. 
Pulteney obferved, tha: the Right Hon. 
Gentleman’s lopick and Latin Were 
equally inaccurate ; and declared that 
he liad mifquoted Horace, who had 
written aulla paWefcere culpa. The 
Mivifter defended his quotation, and, 
Pulteney repeating his aifertion, he of- 
fered a wager of a guipea. Pulteney 
accepted the challenge, and referred 
the deerfion of che difpute to the Mi- 
nifter’s friend, Nicholas Hardinge, clerk 
of the Houle, a mah diflinguithed for 
claffical erudition. Hardjnge decided 
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azain Walpole; the. guinea was,im-) 
mediately thrown, to. Pulteney, who , 
caught it, and holding it vp to. the, 


Houle, exclaimed, ‘It is the oaly mo~ 
ney which I have. \received from the 
Trealury for many years, and it thall 
be the lat *,” The public expeétations 
were raifed to the utmoft, pitch ;. the 
paflages to the gallery were crowded 


at an early hour; feveral of the Com-. 


mons fecured their feats at fix in the 
morning; and no lefs than 450 mem- 
bers attended on this important occas 
fion. The debate was opentd by San- 
dys, at one o’clock, and, after feveral 
charges on foreign and domeftic af- 
fairs, moved an addrefs to the King, 
to remove Sir Rubert Walpole from 
his prefence and counfels for ever. 
Lotd Limerick fecondéd the motlon; 
obferving, that the nation was reduced 
to fo low a flate, by the mifcondué of 
the Minifter, that no refource was left, 
except the increale of the land tax, and 
the anticipation of the funds; that the 
reins of Government were conduéted 
as fole Minifier, who lived by expe- 
dients, who had removed the befi and 
ableft men ia the army, for no other 
demerit than for their parliamentary 
Oppofiticn to his meafures, Wortley 
Montague propofed, in conformity to 
the orders of the Houfe, which require 
that every member, againft whom an 
accufation is brought, fhould retire 
while his conduét is examined, that Sic 
Robert Walpole thould be ordered to 
withdraw. He was {econded py Gib- 
bon, who attempted to vindicate this 
unjuft propofal by feveral inapplicable 
precedents. The motion was warmly 
oppofed by Bromley and Howe; and, 
as the Houfe feemed to favour that fide 
of the queftion, Gibbon, after uiging 
that, if the motion for the removal 
fhould be carried,. neither the life, {i- 
berty, nor eftate, of the Minifter would 
be affetted by the decifion, proppfed, 
that he fhould be fir heard in his own 
defence, apd then withdraw. This pro- 
pofal was ftrenuoufly fuppoited, and.no 
lefs flrenuoufly refitted; but the Houle 
appearing cvnvinced of its abfurdity and 
iajuftice, it was withdrawn, and refale 
ved that the Miner fhould hear all the 
charges brought againft him, and fhould 
be the lali to reply. A long and vio- 
lent debate took place on the main quef- 
tien ; the princinal fp-skers in favour

Farakerly, Pitr, and Lyttelton. Fe was: 


ppdfed, with great animation and abi- 
lity; by the friénds of the .Minifier. 
Pelfam ‘and’ Stephen Fox principally 
difiinguithed ’ themifelyes; and, after 
vindicating the-nieafures, both foreign 
afd domeftic, which had been fo much 
attaigned, refled the chief part-of the 
defence on the impropriety of the mo- 
tion, as violent and unjuft. The af- 
fertion of Sir Charley Wager made a 
great impreffion. on the Hovfe,—that, 
to his knowledge, Sir Robert was as 
forward and zealous as eny of his Ma- 
jefty’s Council to promote the war; 
and that nothing was for a moment 
wanting in his department, that of if- 
fuing money; he never interfering in 
recommending any one perfon to the 
Admiralty. board, at which Sir Charles 
had prefided nine years; and would, 
if he ever had done fo, have’ thrown 
yp all his employments. The motion 
was’ oppofed by feveral Tories, parti+ 
cularly Lord Cornbury and Mr. Har- 

y, afterwards Earl of Oxford, as 

nding to introduce an inquificorial 
fyftem. Shippen declared *that ‘he 
lodked on this motion as only a fcheme 
for turning out one minifter and bring- 
ing in another; that, as his conduét in 
parliament had always been regulated 
Wich a view to the good of his country, 
Without any regard to his own private 
intereft, ic was quite indifferent to him 
who Was in or who Was out, and he 
would give himfelf no concern in the 
teftion.” At the conc'ufion of thele 
Words he withdrew, and was followed 
by 34 of his friends. The Miniter 
was ‘not alarmed at this atiack, con- 
cérted-with fo much previous care, and 
announced: with fo mach oflentation. 
“He faw’ thie difaffedted Whigs feeble 
and hificating ; ail che Tories, not ex~ 
ponies thole who voted again him, 

ef to the queflion; many fupport- 
ing ‘him with a favourable difplay of 
invpartial and ‘benevolent principles; 
the’ Jacobites feornfully turning chew 
bick’* ona party apparently united by 
hd ‘principle ; and a motion brought 
forward ‘wichout due confideration. He 
availed himfelf, with great ability, of 
the wantage-grownd on which he flood, 
and commenced the reply by a well- 
condudted attack again the difcordant 
atts of Oppéfiuons He fomented the 

iWiffon between the Toriss and Whigs 


Ameoppoftion; paid a delicate compli. 
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ment to the Tories, and direéted the 
thafts of his eloquenct’ principally. a> 
gainft the leaders: of vehey difatfedted 
Whigs, whole. motives’ of -hoftility 
were already fufpe&ed<by the :publick,” 
His {peech, delivered in the molt ani 
mated and fafcinating “manners” and 
with more dignity than hevhat ufuatly 
affumed, made a deep impreffion: on 
the Houfe.. “ The motion was negative 
by 296 againlt 106; a great ded’ unu+’ 
fual majority, which proceeded from 
the fchifm between the: Tories and the 
Whigs, and the feceffion of Shippen 
and‘his-friends. The fame motion wis 
made by Lord Carteret, the fame day, 
in the Houfe of Lords, and: fapported 
with more pertinacity and vigour than 
in the Commons; the fehifm between 
the Tories and .Whigs. had not extends, 
ed to that Houfe, and the Lords in 
oppofition. a&ted uniformly and , con- 
filtently in one complete phalanx :* 
the motion was negatived by 198 a- 
gaictt 49, but a warm--proteft was 
figned by 31 peers, * In this- whole 
tranfaétion the greateft fulpicion was 
excited by the conduét of Shippen, the 
real caufe of whofe feceffion was, that 
one of his friends having been difcos 
vered correfponding with the Pretendet 
by Sir Robert, he called on the Mi- 
nifter, and defired him ‘to fave him; 
which he confented to do, only ree 
quetting that, when any-queftion was 
brought forward in the-Houfe, perfon- 
ally affeAling him, he would recolleét 
the favour now granted him. This 
was, however, only a temporary truce, 
for, he {oon refumed his accuftomed 
oppotstion, and gave his) «fiiftance to 
thofe ftrenuous meafares which drove 
the Minifieefrom thehelm. He was a 
native of Chefhire ; reprefented Bram- 
ber, Saltath, and Newton, co. Lancaf- 
ter; had a patertl eftate of gool, a- 
year, buc a fortune.of 70,000], by his 
wife, daughter and coheire/s of Sir Ri- 
chard Stote, knt. of Northumbégland. 
He.correfponded with Atrerbury}. and 
his houfe, in Norfolk -Areet, wit the 
rendezvous for perfons of rank, ttarn- 
img, and abilities; his manner was 
pleafing and dignified; and his. con- 
verfation was repicw: with vivacity and 
wit, He and Sir Robert had always a 
perfonal cegard for each other. He was 
frequently beard to fay, ‘Robin and £ 
are.two honeft men; heois for Kinz 
George, and I for King James; buc 
thofemen with long travass (meaning 
ore / Sandys, 
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dys, Rithout, Gybbon, and others) 
a "define places, either under King 
George ‘or’ King James.’’ By the ac- 
count of thofe who have heard him in 
the Howfe of Commons, his manner 
was highly energ’tic and fpirited, as to 
fentiments and expreffion ; wes he ge- 
ally fpeke io a low tone of voice, 
with ea ghest rapidity, and held his 
love before his mouth. His fpeeches 
pfually contained fome pointed period, 
which peculiarly applied to the fubje& 
in debate, and which he uttered with 
eat animation. The only parliamen- 
ary meafure, in this feffion, which de- 
ferves farther notiee, was, the grant of 
a fubfidy to the Queen of Hungary, 
which finally involved Engtand in a 
war with France. ¢ 
ly, neither confonant to the withes or 
entiments of the Minifter, who had 
earneftly exerted himfelf to ‘bring a- 
bout an accommodation between Pruf- 
fia and Auftria, to promote a mea- 
fure calculated to encourage the obfti- 
nacy of Maria-Therefa at a moment 
when the feemed wavering and irrefo- 
Jute, But the voice of the Nation 
loudly echoed the unceafing cry of 
Oppofition in favour of Maria- Therefa; 
the King was alarmed for his German 
dominions ; the majority of the Cabi- 
net inclined to vigorous meafures ; and 
it was imagined that a decided refo- 
Jutiow of Parliament, to fupport the 
Houle of Auftria, would intimidate the 
King of Pruffia, and induce him to 
lower his’ tesms Of accommodation. 
The motion for an addrefs on the 
King’s (peech was carried with ut a 
divifion ; and the Minifter moved for 
an aid of 300,000], to the Queen of 
Hungary; a grant whtteh, however 
founded on juftice, and confiftent with 
national honour, muft be lamented as 
premature, becaufe it fruftrated the 
wife plan which Walpole was forming 
for the pacification of Germany, and, 
after all, did not avert the difafirous 
{tate of the Houle of Auftria.. The 
King djffolved the Parliament, and 
went to Hanover, leaving the Minifter, 
in a precarious fituation, to manage the 
eleAions, in the midi of an unfucceil- 
ful wat, at variance with the majority 
of the Cabinet, and with the general 
fenfe of the Nation againft him; at a 
time when the fears of Jacobitifm and 
‘the drea@ of a Popith pretender had be- 
to fubfide. In this emergency, 
Cotisyed by his pretended friends, de- 
ferted by thofe who ought to have fup- 
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ported him, deceived in imagining 
that the triumphant Majority who. had 
thrown out the motion to remove him 
was ap indication of the people's af- 
fe&tion, or conceiving that a firm coa~ 
lition between the Tories and difaffea- 
ed Whigs could'not take place in time 
to oppofe him, he abandoned himfelf to 
an inconfiderate: fecurity, and negleAt- 
ed to take his ufua! precautions. The 
Oppofition began at Wefiminfter, and 
the Prince of Wales and the Duchefs 
of Marlborough fupported it; clamours 
were raifed again the Minifter; there 
was afchifm in the Cabinet; the King 
grew cool; virulent calumnies were 
circulated; the Minifter’s fuccefs on 
the former occafion threw him into. a 
lethargy of power, and the aétivity of 
Oppofition increafed. The coolness of 
the addrefs om the King’s fpeech at 
the meeting of the new Parliament, 
and the omiflion of the claufe relating 
to the Spanifh war, effentially hurt the 
Minifter, who was lofing ground in 
eleGtions, and at laft reigned with re- 
lu@lance, having been previoufly crea- 
ted Earl of Orford. ** The interview 
when he took leave of the King was 
highly -affeéting. On kneeling down 
to kifs his heat the King. burft into 
tears; and the Ex-minifter was fo mo- 
ved with. that inftance of regard, that 
he continued for fome time in that pofe 
ture, and the King was {d touched, 
that he was unable to. raife him from 
the ground. When heat length role, 
the King teftified his regret for the lofs 
of fo faithful.a countellor, expreffed 
his gracitude for his long fervices, and 
his hopes of receiving advice on impor- 
tant oceafions. When his refolution 
to refign was known, he received more 
honour than had been paid him jn. the 
plenitude of power. His latt levee-was 
more numeroufly attended. than. his 
firft. The concourle of perfons, of all 
ranks and ciltin@ions, was prodigious; 
and their exprefhons of affeétionate re- 
gard and concern extremely moving” 
Cp. 641-—698). {a9 
We come now. to the VIIIth amd 
lait period, from the refignation of Sir 


Robert Walpole, 1742, to his. death, ° 


“The Minifter, in,retiringy had-ebree 
great objeéts in views 1. to..difynite 
the heterogeneous parties which com- 
pofed the Oppofition ;. 2. to form an 
adminiftration on the Whig bafis 5 9 
to fave himfelf from a public profecu- _ 
tion.” -An‘adminiftration was formed 
with fo much addrefé that robe 
conceive 
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conceived he was ditating his own 
terms, while the outline was traced by 
Walpole. ** While the pofts remained 
unfilled, and the members of the Ops 
pofition’ conceived hopes that ‘an ar- 
rangement might take place in their 
favour, the great body continued ap- 
parently united; bat the moment that 
fufpicions began to be formed of a fe- 
parate negotiation, and that the places 
of fecretary of fate and chancellor of 
the Exchequer were difpofed of, with- 
out the general concurrence, -mur- 
murs and difcontents fucceeded; and 
af{chifm, which Percival * calls: ‘ the 
death of the late Oppofition,’ took 
place Feb. 11, at the meeting of 300 
members of both Houfes, at the Foun- 
taintavern.” The parties feparated with 
the fame virulence as they had mer, 
and. only waited, for an open rupture, 
until all the places were difpofed of. 
The Prince of Wales, by his autho- 
rity, compofed their differences, and 
pfevented an open rupture; and, ha- 
ving his -allowance augmented to 
100,000l. a-year, and promiles-of feats 
for his friends,. he paid his perfonal 
refpeéts to the King; and the whole 
party who formed the Oppofition. to 
the late Minifler appeared at Court. 
On'the difappointment of the Prince’s 
friends, foon after, a new Oppofition 
flarted up; a motion was made againit 
Lord Ostord, but foon negatived. Pul- 
teney ventured to remonfirate with the 
King, and his credit foon declined. 


 #6Tt is fortunate for the honour of Sir 


Robert Walpole, that the enquiry into 
his adminiftration took place, as the 
ordeal - which he underwent on this oc- 
cafion was fuch as could have been 
pafied by few minifters who had, du- 
ting fo long a period, direéted the 
helm of Government in a great and 
commercial country, divided into par- 
ties, and’ torn by faétions, The mo- 
tion of Lord Limerick, to inflitute an 
enquiry into the condué of Sir Robert 
Walpole during the laft 20 years, had 
been thrown out, and the iofs of the 
or had been principally owing to 
the abfence of Pulteney, and to the 
intimation that he was averfe to it. 
With a view to contradi@ thefe re- 
ports, which he confidered as injurious 
to his reputation, as if he was dehrous 
of checking an enquiry, Lord Lime- 
rick, at-his requeft, made-a fecond mo-

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tion, to appoint a fecret. committee. of 
enquiry.into the conduét.of the Earl of 
Orford during the laft19 yeaus of his 
being firt commifioner, of the Trea- 
fury, and chancellor and, under-treae 
furer of the Exchequer. To <conftitute 
a general ensich into the conduct of a 
minifter for {y long a term, founded on 
popular clamour, and vague fufpicion, 
without: particularizing any aét -of 
guilt, and efpecialiy for meafures 
which had been legally fan&tioned by 
Parliament, feemed as unjuft as it was 
unconftitutional. It required all the 
powers of Pult:ney, and all the elo- 
quence. of Pitt, co palliate or juttify 
uch a flagrant abufe of parliamentary 
interference ;' and it demanded all the 
accumulated weight of the Tories ang 
the difaffected Whigs to carry it 
through. the Houfe by a majority of 
only 7, 252 againft 245, A committee 
of fecrecy, of a1 members, was ap- 
pointed. Several refufing to anfwer, 
the Committee were perplexed and 
confounded between their {trong incli- 
natin to conviét and the impoffibility 
of ¢ffecting their purpofe by the com- 
mon mode of legal or parliamentary 
proceeding. They herdlace publithed 
their celebrated report, and moved for 
a bill to indemnify fueh perfons as 
fhould, upon examination, make {uch 
difcoveries, touching the difpofal of 
offices, or any payment or agreement 
in refpeét thereof, or concerning other 
matters belonging to the condu& of 
Robert Earl of Orford. It will refleé& 
the higheft honour on the Houle of 
Lords, that this bill was rejeéied by a 
much larger majority than even the 
Place and Penfion bill; and fo was the 
firange motion on the proceedings of 
the Lords. . Oo the diffolution of Par- 
liament, Pulteney was created Earl of 
Bath. He has made his own apology, 
in a letter to Bp, Newton, and intend- 
ed to have written a hiftory of the 
events which accompanied and follow- 
ed the refignation of Sir Robert Wal- 
pole; but, on his death, Gen, Pulteney 
deftroyed all his papers, and put it out 
of the power of Bp. Douglas to pub- 
lith them (p. 698-718), In chap. 
LXI. Mr. Coxe examines the report 
of the Secret Committee; a rouzh 
draught. of ao anfwer to which, in 
Lord Orford’s own hand-wiiting, is 
here publifhed; and, by exaé& flatc- 
ments of his income, Mr. C. has am- 
ply vindicated him from the charge of 
peculation, During his continuance in 

office 
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office’ he provided for his family by 
lucrative offices for life. He greatly 
improved his fortune by difpofing of 
Séuch Sea flock ; and his private for- 
tune was confiderably inereafed by the 
rife of landed property, and by his 
minifteria! emoluments, The Indem- 
nity bill being rejeéied, he retired to 
Houghton, and did noc return to Lon- 
don till the next feffion of parliament, 
in the public bufinefs of which he cook 
nd aftive thare. The motion for a fe- 
cond commitiee of enquiry was rejected 
by 253 againft 186. The King con- 
faked him, in cafes of emergency, by 
letter, and by a confidentia! page; and 
he induced the King to raife Pelham 
to the head of the Treafury, and ex~ 
clyde the Har! of Bath, who was in- 
triguing for the place. Wheo Orford 
arrived in London, before the opening 
of rhe feffion, he found the nation in an 
alarming ferment, and the moft invete- 
rate divifions in the Cabinet, between 
the parcies of Carteret and Newcaftle, 
and the King extremely unpopular, 
from his. partiality to the E e&orate, 
end preferring the Hanoverian to the 
Britith forces ; notwithftanding which, 
the Hanoverian troops were continued 
by Orford's influence, and his informa- 
tion of the defigns of France and the 
Pretender were foon verified; and he, 
jn a {peech of no lefs animation than 
dignity, moved for an addrefs on the 
King’s fpeech, which the Minifter had 
forgotten to do. Feuds prevailing in 
the Cabinet, and a ftruggie between 
Carteret and Newcaftle, the King, di- 
vided hetween- his inclination for tle 
former and .bis inability of carryieg, 
without the affiftance of the Pelhams, 
through both Houfes, the favourite 
meafure of profecuting the war with 
vigour in Flanders, fent for him to 
town; but, before his arrival, he 
found the whole arrangement finally 
fettled, without any occafion for his 
concurrence, The journey aggravated 
his complaint, which was the ftone; 
and the powerful folvent adminiftered 
by a oem diffolving it, brought on 
the moft excruciating agonies, from a 
laceration of the bladder, He bore his 
fufferingy with unexampled fortitude 
and refignation, and died March 18, 
3745, in his 69th year, and was buried 
at Houghton, without monument or 
7 (p. 718—743). 

“« The leading principle of his admi- 
niftration was THE LOVE OF PEACE, 
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the beneficial confequence which te- 


fulted from the generad tenor of his: 


adminiftration was, the eftablithmenc 
of the Proteftant fucceffion, the fup- 


preflion of the Jscobite fadtion; the - 


Government acquired energy on a con- 
ftitutional bafis, and, by the prevention 
of foreign war, domeftic tranquillity 
was fecured, Under the calm fiability 
of fuch a government,’ publie credit 
flourithed, commerce increafed, manu 
faflures were improved, and agricul. 
ture ameliorated. As am able minif. 
ter of finance, his merit has been ge- 
nerally acknowledged, even by fome of 
his moft violent opponents. Parfimony 
of the public money was one of his 


chief chara&terifticks.”’ His eloquence: 
was plain, perfpicuous, forcible, and: 
manly; the tone of his voice pleafiog: 


and melodious ; his. pronunciation: dif- 
tin&t and audible, chough he never en- 
tirely Joft .che provincial accent. He 
publithed f-veral political pamphlets; 


and, notwithftanding his extenfive cor-. 


refpondence, feldom employed a fecre- 
tary. ‘His great principle of conduét 
feems to have been his motto, Qyista 
non movere, not to difturb things at 
reft. He rightly judged, from the 
temper of man, ever inciined to fpecu- 
Jation, that coo frequent innovations 
would beget a pronenels to change, and 
expote the country to great and certain 
dangers. On this account he rejefted a 
plan of an American tax. His whole 
fyftem was a fyftem of gradual ims 
provement. The fate of nis charafer 
as a Minifter has been extremely fin- 
gular. While he was in power, he was 
reviled with unceafing obloquy, and 
his whole condu& arraigned as a mafs 
of corruption and political depravity. 
But he Fientelf lived to fee the pro« 
priety of his preventive meafures ac- 
knowledged by the publick. As time 
foftened the afperities ot perfonal ani- 
mofity, and as the fpirit of party fub- 
filed, there was foarcely one of his op- 
ponents who did not, publicly or pri- 
vately, retra&t their unqualitied cens 
fures, and pay a due tribute to’ the 
wifdom of the general principles which 
guided his adminiftration. Impartial 
pofterity has done fill greater juftice 
to the memory of a Statefman, who, 
whatever might have been his publi¢ 
or private defeéts, maintained his coun- 
try in tranquillity for a longer period 
than had been experienced fince thé 
reign of James 1.” Mr. Burke alone 

feems 
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feems to have fairly appreciated his 
merits, and fcanned his defeéts*. * The 
prudence, fteadinefs, and vigilance, of 
that man, joined to the greateft poffi- 
ble lenity in his charafler and his po- 
liticks, preferved the crown to this 
Royal Family, and with it their laws 
and liberties to this country +.” “ Mr. 
C. vindicates him from the charge of 
imputed venaliry and corruption. His 
political axiom, all mien have their 
price, has been perverted, by leaving 
out the word thoje. He afcribed to the 
inrerefted views of themfelves or their 
rélatives the declarations of pretended 
patriots, of whom he faid, All thefe 
then have their price. “His own con- 
dv& fu fficiently belied the axiom, er- 
roneoufly imputed to him, He was 
conftant and uniform, never deviating, 
in’ one fingle inftance, trom his attach- 
ment to the Proteftant fucceffion, He 
was ‘neither awed by menaces, nor 
fwayed by corruption; he held one 
line of condu&, with unabating perfe- 
" vergnces and terminated his political 
career with the fame fentiments of 
loyalty which diftinguithed his outfer” 
(p. 758). : é 

If the extraéts from this valuable 
work are not (ufficient to enable our 
readers to form a jucgement of its me- 
rit, we might fay, that one of the moft 
interefling periods in our political hif- 
tory has found an hiflorian adequate 
to the fubjeét, who has iliuftrated an 
Adminiftration which party-{pirit has 
afperfed with fo much obloquy ; and 
we might recommend it to the politi- 
cians of the prefent day, From the two 
volumes of original correfpondence it 
is neither eafy nor neceffary to make 
any feleclion, 

Mr. C. having announced his intcn- 
tion of writing “ The hiflorical and 
political Stare of Europe” nine years 
ago, and fufpended his defign in con- 
fequence of the French Revolution and 
the uncertain ftate of Europe, propo- 
fed to give a felection of Lord Wal- 
pole’s papers, which he had examined 
and arranged in the former purfuit; and 
havieg met with many of his brother 
Sir Robert’s papers among them, and 
Heard, from the late Eari of Orford, 
many anecdotes of his father, which 
Jed to farther enquiries, he became 
more folicitqus to obtain farther infor- 
mation concerning his charaéter and 
adminiftration ; -which defign Lora Or-

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ford prompted. He afterwards procu- 
red accefs to the Townfhend, Hard- 
wicke, Grantham, Waldegrave, Poyntz, 
Stanhope, Mid!eton,: Melcombe, and 
Egremont papers. Among printed in- 
formation, Smollett and Belfham bear 
ftrong marks of negligence, or want of 
candour. He thesefore prefers Tin» 
dal’s Continuation of Rapin, princi- 
pally writen by Dr. Birch, a ftaunch 
Whig, yet his political opinions never 
led him to forget’ his duty as an hiflo~ 
ria. The late Lord Osford repeatedly 
defired to have it remembered that he, 
as fon of Sir Robert Walpole, miuft be 
prejudiced in his favour; but that 
he would not mifreprefent or difguife 
faéis *; but his opinions on thofe faéts 
were to be received with caution, 
and adopted: or rejeéted at diferetion.

freedom. The papers of the Rev. 
Heory Erough, reétor of Therfield, 
Herts, communicated by John Plump- 
tre, Efq.: form a valuable mafs of in» 
telligence, and contain fketeches of the 
reigns of William, Anne, George L 
and If; numerous accounts of Sir 
Robert Walpole, which he obtained 
in converfation from himfelf or his 
brother Horace, and frequently made 
minutes of. They comprife much ine 
formation, derived from Mr. Scrope, 
jecretary to the Treafury, and other 
perfons, whole authorites,he conftant- 
ly cites, and a long and interefting 
corref{pondence with Horace Walpole, 
Etough was a man of great refearch 
and evger curiofity, replete with pre» 
judice, but idolizing Sir Robert Wal- 
ee a0 Some of thefe minutes Mr, C, 
as printed at large. “He was alfo ale 
fifted by the papers of the Earl of Ilay 
and the Duke of Argyle, of the Duke 
of Devonfhire, of Edward Wefton, un- 
der-fecretary of tate, and of the Earl 
of Clarendon, and minutes of Speaker 
Onflow; and to Dr. Douglas, Bithop 
of Salifbury, for many interefling par- 
ticulars in his daily intercourfe with his 
friend and patron the Barl of Bath.

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“ The ftanding foremoft in fuch 
political wartare, rifking, in that con- 
teft, an atual war again fuch an 
inveterate and defperate party, could 
arife from, and be animated by, no- 
thing but courage, derived from prin- 
ciple and knowledge. The poidt to be 
gained was a great objcét, and necef- 
fary to the exifience of the Conftitu- 
tion; the meafures. by which it was to 
be ebtained were fraught not only with 
open and dire*t, but with feeret and 
treacherous dangers, which no mau 
.of an ordinary zeal or knowledge 
would have dared to encounter. Wal+ 
pole undertook this bufinels, flood 
foremoft, and bad the command in it. 
He held the afcendant over the {pirits 
of men, and they ranged themilelves 
in a voluntary fubordination to him. 
With this command, he broke the 
meafures of the Tories; he made the 
Papifts underfland that it was their 
beft intereft to be quiet ; he bore down 
and fupprefied the Jacobite party, and 
rendered them impotent; he warded 
eff the hoftile defigns of foreign pow- 
ers; he fettled the peace of the nation; 
he efiablithed the Government by fix- 
ing the Houle of Hanover firmly on 
the throne, under fuch conditions of 
adminiftration as reftored, perfected, 
and fecured the Conftitution of his 
country. He retained his anxiety and 
zeal for the fafety of his country to 
his Jateft breath, which, in a critical 
and dangerous period (in 1743) he ex- 
preffed in one of thre finctt {peeches 
ever made in the Houle of Lords; in 
his laf {peech, {poken to apprize the 
nation of its. danger, to which it re- 
mained infenfible. Thole who fucceed- 
ed him thut their eyes againft a danger 
which they dared not owa they faw, 
becaule they dared not look it io the 
face, and had taken no precaution to 
ward it off; they therefore negledted 
the wifdom of his fear and advice. 
They affefted in) themieclves, and at- 
tempted in others, to ftifle all appre- 
henfions, while the danger increafed, 
and continued advancing into event. 
The danger which had been thus ime 
minent teil upon the nation in the year 
2745, by a rebellion, in which the 
Britith crown was (as he had told the 
Houle of Lords it would be) fought 
for on Britifh ground.” Powoall*.

The two following extra&s, from 
private letters of the Secretary to Mr. 
Drummond, relate to the conduét of 
his Grace at this period:

“1 thank you very heartily for your 
kind and infruétive letter of the 2d of 
December, N §. from the Hague. I 
have confidered ferioufly every article in 
it, and I think I fee plainly what is at the 
bottom of the great man’s heart. 

“If he did in earneft defire to come in- 
to the Queen’s meafures, his proceeding 
would be frank and unconftrained. He 
would not, in that cafe, dwell upon gene- 
rails, but his language would be clear and 
explicit, both as to men and things, There 
is, I dare fay, no one difafteéted man in 
the Queen’s dominions, but who will en- 
gage to be of no party, to vote as he finds 
things juft, to be as hearty as any man 
where the Queen’s honour, or the Nae 
tion’s good, is concerwed. Thefe are vague 
and uncertain propofitions, which tie him 
down to vothing, becaufe he is to. ex- 
pound them himéfelf. 

“He lays great’ weight on Mr. Gran- 

ville’s being put into Cardonnel’s employ- 
ment. Has he forgot Britain enough to 
imagine that fo little a creature, as the lat- 
ter is capable of filling, at this time of the 
day, that poft? The Queen’s feryice 
would become ridiculous in fuch hands; 
and I will venture to affirm, that the ftate 
of the war would never be carried through 
the Houfe of Commons by his fecretary. 
” “ Fa@ion, indeed, will fit any man for 
any rank; and, where that prevails, Car- 
donnel might be fecretary at war, and Mee 
relith archb=hop of Canterbury. 


“If he comes home, and difengages 


himfelf from the Whigs; if he puts a ftop 


to the rage and fury of his wife; in fhort,) 


if he abandons all his new, and takes up 
with his old, friends; by tae Queen’s fax 
vour, and by the remains of regard for him

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blith. himfelf. in as lofty a fitaation~as: it 
becomes a fubjeGt to afpire to: but, ifthe 
imagines that people will any more be, 
caught with genetal and inconclufive dif- 
courfe ; if he thinks that people will any 
more engage to him whilft he lies under 
no engagement, nor gives any fecurity, to 
them ; depend upon me, for once, he will 
find himfelf deceived. We are as fenfible 
as he or any man can defire us to be, of 
the effort which the Dutch make} but we 
hope they will be fo too, of the weight we 
have taken on onrfelves, Our trade finks, 
and feveral channels of it, for want of the 
ufval flux, become choked, afd will in 
time be loft; whibt, in the mean time, 
the commerce of Holland extends itfelf, 
and flourifhes to a great degree, 

“JT can fee no immediate benefit likely 
to accrue to this nation by the war, let it 
end how and when it will, befides the ge- 
neral advantage common to all Europe, of 
reducing the French power; whilft it is 
mott apparent that che reft of the confe- 
derates here have in their owi hands, al- 
ready, very great additions of power and 
dominion obtained by the war, and parti- 
culaily the States. You know me enough 
to be affured, that I fpeak this as not being 
enol in the war, or in any affection to the 
States. No man living is warmer for both 
than myfelf; but I would not willingly 
have thefe good words abufed any longer; 
and, under pretence of carrying on the 
war, and pleafing Holland, unnecetlary ex 
pences be thrown upon us, raj ine and ex- 
tortion be eftablithed for ever.”

As to the great man, 1 own to you 
freely, he aéts, in my opinion, a little and 
an ill-jadged part; 1 fhould be tedious if I 

i defcended to particulars, but take this ge- 
neral idea of his prefent conduct and fitue 
ation. The Queen, and thofe who are in 
her entire confidence, are defirous to 
pleafe our friends in Holland, and to con- 
tinue him at the head of the army. In or- 
der to this, every thing which, as Duke of 
Marlborough, or as General, he can ex- 
pect, has been, and will be, complied 
with, Every thing necetlary to make him 
eafy in the field is done likewife, by the 
declaration which the Queen has madé of 
his loudeft enemy, the Duke of Argyle, to 
be General of the Britifh troops in Spain. 
He has been told by the Duke of Shrewf- 
bury, by Mr Harley, and by your humble 
fervant, that, fince «he Queen agrees to 
his commanding the army, it is our duty, 

_ and in the higheft degree our intereft, to 
fulpport him, if poffible, better than he 
ever yet was; and that he may depend 

upon this. He has feen, in other inttances, 

, that we were able to fee and to ourfue 
that which was right; why fhould he 
think us capable of judging, on this occa- 

fon, fo wrong? He was told, at firt, 
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that he had nothing to reproach us with s 
that his wife, my Lord Godolphin, and 
himfetf, bad thrown the Queen’s favour 
away ; and that he ought not to be angry 
if other people had taken it up. He was 
told that his true intereft confifted in get- 
ting rid of his wife, who was grown to be 
irreconcileable with the Queen, as foon aS 
he could, and with the beft grace which 
he could. Inftead of this, he teazed the 
Queen, and made the utmoft effort to 
keep this woman in her places. He never 
brought the key till he had but three days 
given him to doit in, and till he found a 
longer delay was not to be hoped for from 
the Queen’s refolution ; however, he now 
pretends to make a merit of this refigna- 
tion. He has been told that he mutt draw 
a line between all that is paft and all that 
is to come, and that he muft begin entirely 
upon a new foot; that, if he looked back 
to make complaints, he would have more 
retorted upon him than it was poffible to 
anfwer; that, if he would make his for- 
mer conduct the rule of his future beha- 
viour, he would render his interetts in- 
compatible. with thofe of the Queen. 
What is the effeét of all this plain deal- 
ing? He fubmits, he yields, he promifes 
to comply; but he itruggles to alleviate 
Meredith’s difgrace, and to make the 
Queen make a lefs figure, by going back, 
than fhe could have done by taking no 
notice at all of the infolence of him and 
his comrades. He is angry at the Duke 
of Argyle’s being appointed to command 
in Spain, and would, I fuppofe, have him 
punifhed for acting ona plan which we 
have all, even the Queen herfelf, been 
coucerned in. In fhort, to finith this de- 
feription, I dowbt be thinks it poflible for 
him to have the fame abfolute power 
which he was once vetted with, and be- 
lieves, perhaps, that thofe who ferve the 
Queen are weak enough not to fee the ufe 
that he would make of it. Once more: 
by all the judgement which I can form, 
the exterior is a little mended; but, at the 
heart, the fame fentiments remain, and 
thefe heightened and inflamed by what he 
called provocations. We thall do what 
we can to fupport him in the command of 
the army, without betraying our miftrefs; 
and, unlefs he is infatuated, he will help us 
in this defign; for, you muft know, that, 
the moment he leaves the fervice, and lofes 
the protection of the Court, fuch fcenes 
will open as no vidtories can varnifh over.” 
For fome time before the Queen’s 
deatn, the difputes and quarrels be- 
tween Oxford and BuJingbroke had ri- 
fen toa high degree of heat and ani- 
mofity ; the bad canfequence was felt 
by che nation at large, The Secretary 
defcribes the fituatioo of Great Britain

A primary obje& of the new Minif- 
try was, the fetting on foot a negotia- 
tion for peace; and their reafons for 
difcontinuance of the war are forciPly 
ftared by the Secretary, in a private fer 
ter, May 6, 171%, to. the Earl of Straf- 
ford, then ambaffador at the Hague.

daya,and Fornelles: fuch fupplies of provi- 
fions and, ordnance ftores as might favour 
fubfequent operations, To effeét this ob- 
ject, Col. Graham was feat with 6co men, 
and by great exertion arrived at Mereadal 
a very few hours after the main force of the 
eoemy had .marched towards Cindadella, 
making fevesal officers and fuliers: pri- 
foners, feizing various {mail magazine, 
and eftablifhing his corps in. front of 
the village. The perfevering labour of 
250 feameny under the diretion Of Lieut. 
Buchannan, during the night, having greatiy 
affifted thre artillery in forwarding the bat- 
talion guns, the army arrived at Mercadal 


‘on the oth; where, learning that Mahon 


was nearly evacuated, 2 difpofition was 
inftantly made to operats with the whole 
force in that direétion, and Col. Paget de- 
tached under this movement with yoo men 


to take poifeffion of the town: upon’ his 


arrival, he fummmoned Fort Charles to fur- 
render, and made the Liewtenant-Gover- 
nor of the iflind, a colonel of artillery, 
and 160 men, prifoners of war, removed 
the boom obftructing the entrance of the 
harbour, ,and gave free paflage to the Cor- 
morant and Aurora frigates, which were . 
previoufly fent by Commodore Duckwosth 
to make a diverfion off that port. But 


‘thefe were not the only advantages imme- 


diately refulting from: this movement ;_ it 
favoured defertion, intercepted all ftrag- 
glers, and enabled the different depart- 
ments of the-army to procure beafts of 
burthen for the fasther progrefs of his Ma- 
jetty’s arms.

rines, landed from the flect ; when, 'in 
confequence of its having been communi 
cated to Commodore Duckworth that/foue 
fhips, fuppofed of the line, were feen be- 
tween Majorca and Minorca, fteering to+ 
wards \the laft-mentioned) iQand, ‘he de 
cided to. purfae them, requefted that the ~ 
feamen and marines might reimbark, and 
fignified tis. determioation of proceeding 
with all the armed tranfports to fea ;> but, 
weighing the ferions confequences which 
would refultto the army from the fmalleft 
délay on-the one handy:and the advantages 
to be reafonably expected froma fpirited 
attack ,on the other, it was. thought. ad 
vifsable to, retain ‘them with the army; 


and oa the s2th iaft. the whole force 


marched 
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marched to Alpius, and fiom thence pro- 
ceeded on! the n3th tofapet, Col. Mon- 
crief,’s detachment moving in a parallel 
line en. the Feprarias:1aad to Mala Garaba. 
Thefe precautions, and the appearance of 
4wo. columns approaching the town, in- 
duced the. enemy to retire from thew-half- 
conlivugled defeaces within the walls of 
Cindadella; amd. in the evening of thie 
fame. day.a fmall detachment, under Capt. 
Murer, was fent to take potleffion of the 
Torre den Quart, whereby the amy was 
enabled to advance. on the 14th, appa- 
rently i9.three columns, upon Kane's, the 
Feratjat, and Fornelles»reads, to the in- 
velment of the town at day-hreak, occu- 
pying: greand covered by the pofition the 
enemy had relinguifhed. Thus ftationed, 
in want of heavy artillery, and every ar- 
ticle neceffsry for a fiege, it was judged

Wednefday, Nov, 21. 

The following important declaration was 
unanimoufly fivbfcribed to, at a very nu- 
merous meeting of the merchants, bankers, 
traders, and other inhabitants, of the me- 
tropelis, held at the Manfion-houfe on 
this day, the Lord Mayor in the chair : 

1.‘ That the principle of Finance ree 
forted to in the late feflion of Parliament, 
namely, that of raifing within the year a 
confiderable portion of the fum neceflary 
for the public fervice, had contributed, in 
an eminent degree, to she improvement of 
public.credit, and. the advantage of the 
community, 

2. * That the meeting was neverthelefs 
of opinion, that the criterion then affumed, 
a bafis of that extraordinary fupply, 
had been found unequal.in its operation, 
inafmuch as it had-failed to call forth a doe 
ratio of contribution from many defcripuons 
of perfons, 

g+ * That, imprefled with full. confi- 
dence that the refources of thefe kingdoms 
were adequate to the maintenance of the 
national henoor and. independance, the 
Meeting thought.it proper to declare their 
seatinels to give their utmott fupport te 
fuch meafures.as the legiflature might deem 
beft calculated to call forth thofe refources 
in a.more equal and effectual manner, 
truting, that itswifdom would devife fach 
expedients for that purpofe, as, combined 
‘witb-our late glorious viétories, might af- 
ford the means of farther fpirited refift- 
ance to the power and pretenfions of thg 
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venemy ; and fecure, not, only the wiatenie 
we now enjoy, but alfo that ultimate abj 
of all our exertions—a fafe and honourable 


peace,”

It was 
feared the adjeining boule, belonging.te 
Earl Macartney, would have thaced the 
fame fate: the furniture of it was. ree 
moved to the Earl of Chefterfield’s, oppo- 
fite. The Earl and Countefs of Effex, 
with their fon and davghter Lord and 
Lady Maiden, took refuge in the houfe of 
Mr. Dent in the fame ftreet, whence 
they went to the Hon, Mr. Stanhope’s g 
and the Earl of Chefterfield’s houfe afford. 
ed them for the night an afylum to fleep 
in, The Countefs of Macartney was con- 
du&ted to the Marquis of Bute’s, in Hille 
ftreet, Berkeley-fquare. The St. George’s 
volunteers and a party of the Guards kept 
off the crowd, bunt could not prevent de- 
predations. One man was taken into cuf- 
tody with feveral filver {fpoons and three 
napkins, marked with the initials of the 
Eavl of Effex ; and has fince been tried at 
the Old Bailey, found guilty, and recom- 
mended to mercy. The houfe was originally 
built by Mr. Wood, the felf-taught archi-

without much. injury to the houfe. . It 
was occafioned, it is faid, by a buzaglo 
ftove. getting red-hot. 


The fame day the;.chimney. of , Lord 
Melbourne’s houfe at Whiteball caught 
fire ; but was extinguifhed without doing 
any milchief, , 
Friday, Dec. 28. , 

This morning a dreadful fire broke ou’ 
at Cock-hill, Bethwal-green, which, in 
confequence of the pipes being: frezen, 
confumed eight houfes, with the greater 
part of their fyruiture. 

A fire alfo broke out at a houfe in Here 
mitage-fireet, Wapping, which confamed 
the greater part of the premifes and forni-+ 
ture before any water could be procured. 





PROCEEDINGS OF THE SQUADRON UNDER SIR HORATIO NELSON. 


* 4% W eeagerly embrace the opportunity 
to fupply what the Britifh Nation have long 
anxioufly wifhed fdr, an authentic detail 
of all the operations of the Britifh {quadron, 
previous to the battle, and of its particular 
copduét in the grand crifis which enfued, 
abridged from. the nas tative which appeared 
firft'in the True Briton and Sun, and fince 
in the form of a pamphlet, 

Siy Horatio, Nelfon.bad been detached by 
Earl. St. Vincent. into the. Mediterranean, 
withthe Vanguard of 74 guns, the Rear- 
Admiral’s flag thip, the Orfon and Alex- 
ander of .74.guns each, the Emerald and 
Terpfichore: frigates, and La Bonne Citoy- 
enne floop of war. The {quadron failed 
frona Gibraltar on the oth of May, onthe 
22d, being in the Gulph of Lyons, a vio~ 
lent, fquall of wind took the Vanguard, 
carried.away her top-masis, and at lat her 
foremott,. The other thips experienced its 
furyy bot not in the fame degree, . The 3 

line of battle fhips loft fight of the frigates 
' on the fame day; and at this moment the 
Brivith Yquadron, was not many leagues 
diftant from the French fleet, under Byo- 
naparte,, which had on that day fet. fail 
from Toulon. The fquadron bere up for 
Sasdimiay and on the 24th, with very great 
difficulty, reached St. Pierre’s Road, where 
the. utmoft. hofility of the governor could 
not prevent us from anchoring. The 
Vanguard was equipt, and on the 4th day 
from our anchoring in St. Pierre's Road, 
we again put.tofea with top-gallant yards 
acrofs, The fquadron reached the rendgze 
vous on the 4th of June, and on the fol- 
lowing. day was joined by La Mulines 
Capt. Hardy, with orders to the Adm 
and who bropght the highly acceptable m- 
telligence, that.Capt. Troubridge bad been 
detached with 10 fajl of the line, and a 
co.eun hip, to reinforce us, This intel- 
ligence, was. received with uniyerfal joy 
throughoud, our lithe fquadron; and the 
Admixal obferved to Capt. Berry, that hg 
would then be a match for any hoftile fleet 
in the Mediterranean, and Ins only defire 
would be to. encounter one. June 6th the 
fquadron was fpread, anxioufly looking opt 
for the expected reinforcement. Several 


Spanifh fhips richly laden were in fight. 
The Alexander, being on the look-out, 
ftopped one of thefe fhips: finding the 
had on-board 80 or go priefts, driven by 
the French perfecutions and cruelties from 
Rome, ‘he thought it would be an a& of 
humanity to permit the fhip to. purfue her 
voyage; and he accordingly releafed her, 
and rejoined the Admiral, bringing with 
him a few volunteers from the Spanith 
veffel, chiefly Genoefe, who were defirous 
of the honvur of ferving in the Britifa 
fleet, expreffing at the fame time their de- 
teftation and. refentment at the ill-ufage 
which they had experienced from, the, 
French. On the 8th, at noon, we had 
the. happinefs to. difcover from the maft« 
head 10 fail of thips of war, ftanding apoa 
a wind in clofe line of battle, with all fails 
fet; and before fun-fet the fo much wifhed 
for junction was formed, an event which 
was certainly facilitated by the great pro- 
feffional ability, judgment, and zeal, of 
Capt. Troubridge,, The fleet coufifted of 
18 fhips. The Admiral was left entirely 


to his.own judgement. The captains of his 


{quadron wanted no direétions for being 
in conftant veadinefs. for -battle; for. the 
decks of allthe thips were kept perfectly 
clear night: and day, and every man was 
ready to ftart to his poft at a moments! 
notice. - The Admiral. knew that the enew 
my had failed witha N.W. wind, which 
naturally led. him. to conclude that) their 


courfe was wp.the Mediterranean. He; 


fent La Mutine to Civita Vecchia, and 
along the Roman, coaft, to gain intelli 
gence; and fteered with the fleet for Cor- 
fica, whi¢h- he reached on the 12th) of 
Jone. Several veilels had been fpoken 
with on the paffage thither, but’ no intellie 
gence whatever had been obtained from 


them. He continued his courfe on the. 


13th between Corfica,.and Elba, iand -be- 
tween Planofa and. Elba, through the lat+ 
ter of which paffages large thips or fleets 
had not been unaccuftomed: to pafse. “We 
made the Roman coaft, and were-rejomed 


by La Matine, without. gaining any-intel+’ 


gence, notwithfianding the active exertions 
of Capt. Hardy. - The Admisal now = 
} mune 
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mined to fteer towards Naples, in the hope 
of fome fiatisfa€tory information. It had 
béen reported that the plundering of Algiers 
was the objeét of the French armament ; 
but this account was too vague to warrant 
the Admiral in implicitly adopting it. We 
{aw Mount Vefuvius on the 16th, and de- 
tached Capt. Trowbridge, in La Mutine, 
to obtain what information he could from 
Sir William Hamilton. He returned with 
areport only, that the enemy were gone 
towards Malta. The Admiral now lfa- 
mented that even a day had been loft by 
vifiting the Bay of Naples, and determined, 
by the fhorteit cut, to make the Faro di 
Meffina, which the fleet paffed through on 
thé 20th with a fair wind. The joy with 
which the Sicilians hatled our fquadron, 
when it was difcovered by them to be 
Britith, gave the moft fincere fatisfaction 
to every one on-board of it, A vaft num- 
ber of boats came off, and rowed round it 
with the loudeft congratulations, and the 
fincereft exultation, as they had been ap- 
prehenfive that the French fleet was def{- 
tined to aé&t againft them, after the capture 
of Malta. Here we gained intelligence 
from the Britifh ‘Conful, that Malta had 
actually farrendered. We had now hopes 
of being able to attack the enemy’s fleet 
at Goza, where it was reported they were 
anchored, and the Admiral immediately 
formed a plan for that purpofe. We were 
now fleering with a prefs of fail for Malta, 
with breeze at N. W. On the 22d of June, 
La Mutine, at day-light in the morning, 
{poke a Genoefe brig from Malta, which 
gave inteHigence that the French had failed 
from thence on the 18th, with a frefh gale 
at NeW. The Admiral was not long in 
determining what’ courfe he fhould take, 
and made the fignal to bear up and fteer to 
the $.£. witball poflible fail. At this time 
we had no certain means of afcertaining that 
the ‘enemy were not'bound up the Adriatic. 
From the day we bore up, ll the 29th of 
June, only three veffels were fpoken with, 
two of which bad come from Alexandria, 
afid' had not feen any thirty of the enemy’s 
fleevs the other had come from the Archi- 
pelago, and had likewife 'feen nothing of 
them. This day we faw the Pharos Tower 
of Alexandria, and continued nearing the 
land with a prefs of fail, till we had a dif- 
tint view of both harbours; and, to our 
general’ furprife and difappointment, we 
faw not‘a French thipin either. La Mu- 
tine communicated with the Governor of 
Alexandria, who was as: much furprifed at 
feeing a’ Britifh fquadron there, as he was 
at the intelligence that a French fleet was 
probably on its paflage thither. It now 
became a fubje& of deep and anxious deli- 
beration with the Admiral what could pof- 
fibly have beent he courfe of the enemy, 
and what their ultinaate defination. His 
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anxious and aétive mind, however, would 
not permit him to reft a moment in the 
fame place: he therefore fhaped his cou: fe 
to the Northward, for the coaft of Cara- 
manea, to reach as quickly as poffible fome 
quarter where information could moft pro- 
bably be obtained, as well a* tu fupply his 
fhips with water. On the qth of July we 
made the coaft; fteering along the South 
fide of Candia, carrying a prefs of fail both 
night and day with a contrary wind. On 
the 18th we faw the ifland of Sicily, when 
the Admiral determined to enter the port 
of Syracufe. With this harbour no perfon 
in the fleet was acquainted; hut, by the 
{kill and judgment of the officers, every 
fhip fafely got in, and immediately pro- 
ceeded to get in water, &c. with al pof- 
fible expedition. Although there was no 
proper or regular watering-place, yet the 
great exertions of the officers and men 
completed this neceffary fervice in 5 days, 
and on the 2sth the fquadron again put to 
fea. We received vague accounts while 
at Syracufe, that the enemy’s fleet had ‘not 
zen feen in the Archipelago nor the Adri- 
atic, nor had they gone down the Medi- 
terranean; the conclufion then feemed to’ 
be, that the coaft of Egypt was ftill the 
object of their deftination, therefore, nei- 


-ther the former difappointmentr, nor the 


hardfhips endured from the heat of the 
climate, nor an uncertain purfuit, could 
deter the Admiral from fleering to that 
point where there was a chance of finding 
the enemy. Now that it is afcertained by 
events that Alexandria was the objeét of 
the enemy, it may feem ftrange that they 
fhould have beén miffed by us in "both 
our paffage thither and our return to Syras 
cufe $ but it appears that the French fteered’ 
a direét courfe for Candia, by which they 
made an angular paffage towards Alexan- 
dria, whilft we fteered a dire& courfe 
for that place, without. making Candia at 
all, by which we of courfe very confider- 
ably fhortened the diftance. The fmal)nefs 
of our fquadron made it neceffary to fail in 
clofe order, and therefore the {pace which 
it covered was very limited; and as the 
Admiral had no frigates that he could have 
detached upon the look-out, added to the 
conftaht haze of the atmofphere in that cli- 
mate, our chance of deferying the enemy 
was very much circumfcribed. The dift- 
ance likewife between Candia and the Bar- 
bary coat, about 35 leagues, leaves very 
fufficient fpace for more than two of the 
largeft fleets to pafs without mutual obfer- 
vation, particularly under the circumftances 
defcribed. On our return to Syratufe, the 
cireumftance of our fteering up to the 
Northward, while the enemy kept a 
Southern courfe for Alexaniria, makes it 
obvious ‘that our chance of faliing~in with 
them was ftill lefs than before.

Mr. George Cadogan 
Morgan was fon of a furgeon and apo- 
thecary at Bridgend, in Glamorganfhire, 
where he was born in 1754, his mother 
being fifter of Dr. Price. Having finifhed 
his education at the grammar fchool at 
Cowbriilge, he was femt to Oxford, and 
jntenved ‘for orders; but his objections to 
fome of the doétrines of the Church of 
Kagland led him to prefer the academy at 
Hoxton, under the care ef Doétors: Sa- 
vage, ‘Kippis, and Rees; and, having laid 
a'good foundation in claffical literature at 
Cowbridge, the reputation of his uncle 
for mathematical ference encouraged him 
in the fame purfuit, In 1776 he fettied 
with a congregation at Norwich; in 
4785, was chofen minifier of another at 
¥armouth; and, next year, was invited 
to fucceed ‘Mr. Metcalfe, the colleague of 
Dr. Price, at Hackney, difabled by a pa- 
ralytic ftroke. Atthis time, the new col- 
lege being projeéted, and Dr. Price ap- 
pointed mathematical tutor, Mr. Morgan 
tndertook ‘the clafiicks, and became af- 
fiftant to his uncle, and afterwards was 
enofen natural hiftery tutor, and took pri- 
vate pupilsat home. Bat he foom gare up 


the whole. He publithed his Lectures on. 


Bleétricity, wherein are incorporated ma- 
ny obfervations on fociety and govern- 
ment, and the fuppofed improvement of 
Both which. are prefumed-capable. Dr. 
Price bad dreamed that improvements in 
fcience might pofibly lead to the immortality 
of man in this world; and in -this, if we 
miftake not, Dr.-Prieftley followed him. 
Mr. M. differed from both ; but conceived 
that a better fyftem of education and go- 
vernment might bring tire mind to know, 
intuitively, what requires, at prefent, great 
Jabour and a long feries of deduétions. He 
was in France at the demolition of the 
Baftile, and deferibed it in a letter to his 
uncle, and determined to feit ¢ with his 
family jn that country.

653), and a fecond edition, under 
the title of “The Hiftory of Quadrupeds,” 
and Dr. Pailas’s  Hiftory of Quad-upeds,” 
onthe plan of Ray. Io 1769 he drew up 
an account of a new {pecies of penguin 
from Falkland’s iflands, in “ Philefopbical 
Tranfaétions,” LVI. 91 ; arid began an 
Indian Zoology, and, ater engraving 12 
{mall folio plates, gave the work to Dr. 
Forfter, who publithed it at Halle, in Latin 
and German, 1781. In #769 he travelled 
ever Scotland, an account of which he 
publithed 1771, 8v0 (XLLI. 141), foon 
followed by a fecond, and, in 1774, by a 
third ih gto (XLIV. 226, 227), with 21 
new, plates and additions to it, 1775 (XLV. 
189), and third and laft volume, fame year, 
fome Striétures ‘on it (XLVI.

He began by procuring an aét to compel 
the overfeers of the poor to make a return 
of expences attending their maintenance, 
Ue fum total of which. at that time a- 
mounted to a million and a half flerling. 
Mr. G’s plan was ‘to divide the kingdom 
into diftriéts, each to be placed’ under re- 
fpeEtable truftees. But, as this fcheme 
was not countenanced by. the minifter, he 
fulpended it till a more favourable oppor- 
tunity offered, which feemed to have oc- 
curred when Mr, G, was, on Mr. Pitt’s ac- 
ceffion to power, appointed fucceffor to 
Sir Char'e; Whitworth, as chairman of 
the Coramittee of Ways and Means. He 
accordingly prepared and carried through 
both houfes of Parliament a bill for a new 
retarn of the expences attending the main- 
tenance of the poor, and another for a lift 
of all charitable donations left for their 
fupport. By the return made to the firft 
ot thefe, it appeared that the increafed 
expence only for ten years was full balf a 
millions the whole charge now exceeding 
two millions, But the efticacious remedy 
fuggefted by Mr. G. not meeting with the 
fupport of the Minifter, he finally aban- 
doned his place, which has. been fince ta- 
ken, up and relinquifhed by another wor- 
thy member of the houfe, and even the 
bill framed by the premier himfelf has 
failed of fuccefs, Mr. G. bad a very con- 
fiderable fhare in promoting the execution 
of the fecond canal in point of confe- 
quence in this kingdom, that of the grand 
Trunk. During the American war, he 
moved to. lay a taxon’ all placemen and 
penfioners for the fupport of it, but with 
as little fuccefs as a fubfequent fimilar mea- 
fure on the prefent'war. Mr. Gwmarried, 
1. Mifs Phillips, to whom he had pre- 
fented a lottery-ticket, which came up 
oneof the largeft prizes*of the year; and 
had by her two fons, one of whom was 
appointed one of the clerks extraordinary 
to the privy council, the other in the navy 
under Sir Edward Hughes in the Eaft 
Indies. His fecond wife was the fifler of 
P. Crawford, efq, an amiable wom: any 
with whom he retired to pafs. the evening 
of his. life at his paternal eftate’ among the 
barren’ moors of Staffordthire, which he 
had at a great expence renderedia defires 
able refidence. He obtained the finecure 
place of comptroller of the Great Wardrobe 
till it was  aealititen under Mr. Burke’s bill.
